State Authorities Find Sum 
Was Spent When Kansas 
Legislature Passed 
a Law. 


DEMANDS TO KNOW WHY. 


Officials of Company Promise to 
Reply to Interrogations 
by Next Wednes- 
day. 


Attorney General Stead, acting at the re 
quest of Gov. Deneen for the state insurance 
department, has demanded information from 
the officials of the Illinois Life Insurance 
company regarding certain of its transac- 
tions. A 

He has sent to the company a list of formal 
interrogatories, in which a demand is made 
for receipts and vouchers to explain some 
expenditures shown in the company’s ac- 
counts. 

With regard to one $65,000 item, expended 
at the time when the Kansas legislature was 
passing an act enabling the transfer of the 
policies of the Kansas Mutual to the Illinois 
Life, information is wanted especially. 

President James W. Stevens of the Illinois 
Life denied last. night that such questions 
have been asked of the company. 

The state officials expect to receive answers 
by Wednesday—at least the answers have 
been promised by that time. 


Company Reluctant to Answer. 
The state officials have been waiting im- 
patiently for six weeks for the replies, At 
first the disposition of the company was said 
to be to ignore the request of the attorney 


| general, but at Springfield yesterday it was 


said that assurance had been given that the 
answers would be forthcoming next week. 

“No set of interrogatories hag been re- 
ceived,” said Mr. Stevens last night. 

“Could they have gone into any other 
hands than yours?” he was asked, 

“ None has been received,’’ he reiterated. 
“There has been no occasion for any ques- 
tions and not any have been asked.”’ 

“The tInterrogatories are said to concern 
the transfer of the Kansas Mutual and the 
Kentucky Mutual,” be was told. 

“That is ancient history,” he replied. 
“That took place in 190? and 1908. Both 
transactions are understood thoroughly.” 

“The state officials want information re- 
garding a $65,000 item appearing about the 
time the Kansas legislature passed an act 
enabling the transfer of the Kansas Mutual,” 
he was told, 

‘There is no such item,” he said. 

“ Was such an act passed?’ 

“It is my recollection that it was passed 
while the Kansas Mutual was in the hands 
of a federal court receiver.”’ 


Twelve Questions Asked. 


Twelve interrogatories in all are said by 
the state officials to have been propounded. 
They have little to say regarding the matter. 
The questions ask for detalls regarding the 
transfer of the policies of the two insurance 
companies to the Lilinois Life. The transfer 
of the Kentucky Mutual took place in 1902; 
that of the Kansas Mutual was effected in 
1908. 

An examination of the accounts of the 
lilinois Life was completed early this year 
by Insurance Superintendent W. R. Vreden- 
burgh. The examination is alleged to have 
revealed the $65,000 item. Questions re- 
garding this and other matters were pro- 
pounded to President Stevens of the com- 
pany and Mr. Stevens says that all were 
answered at that time. ‘The insurance de- 
partment did not cons:der the answers satis- 
factory and decided to go into the matter 
further. This led to the sending of another 
set of questions. 

Six weeks ago, when, according to the state 
officials, it became apparent that the com- 
pany was not tak’ng the matter seriously, 
some pressure was brought to bear, and 
the insurance company officials signified 
their intention of giving attention to the 
interrogatories in the near future. The in- 
surance department understands that a re- 
piy will be forthcoming by next Wednesday. 


Transfer of the Kansas Mutual. 


The transfer of the Kansas Mutual to the 
Illinois Life was accomplished. while the 
former was in the hands ofa receiver, Cyrus 
Leland, formerly republican national com- 
mitteeman from Kansas, having been ap- 
pointed by the court. 

The Kansas Mutual had been one of the 
substantial western insurance companies, 
and it was a great surprise to the people of 
the state when it passed into the hands ofa 
receiver. Then the secrets of the manage- 
ment became public and the policy holders 
learned that President J. P. Davis had given 
employment to his son at a salary of $4.000 
a year and that the family was earning 
something like $10,000 a year from the com- 
pany. This was before the New York in- 
surance exposure, and it seemed a shocking 
case of nepotism to Kansas people. 

While the company’s affairs were in the 
hands of Leland two bids were made to re- 
insure the policy holders. One was by the 
National Life and ..e other by the Illinois 
Life. The latter made the better proposti- 
tion. aA bill was introduced in the Kansas 
legislature to: authorize the transfer. It was 
a ‘‘ general bill with special application,” ag 
it is described by the lilinois department. 

After the passage of the act the transfer 
was-made. 

Trouble in Kentucky Transfer. 

More trouble had been experienced in the 
transfer of the policies of the Kentucky Mu- 
tual the year before. The Illinois authori- 
ties are not fully informed as to the details 
of this transaction, but such information as 
they have is to the effect that some of the 
officials of the Kentucky company. pushed 
the transfer through agatin:s* the opposition 
of other officials ang of many policy holders. 

The Mlinois Life Insurance company ope- 
rates under an Illinois charter. It wag in- 
corporated July 7, 1899, and }ogan business 
Oct. 2, 1899. 

Its last annual report to the insurance de. 
partment for the year ending Dec. 31, 1904, 
showed the following: 

Capital stock paid up

policies in force, to the amount of $36,526,136.

Taken to Hospital Uneonscious—Case 
Without Parallel, 


Somebody’s boy died at the Chicago 
Emergency hospital yesterday afternoon. 
Coming downtown on Thursday with his 
top and his other playthings in his 
pockets, he was crushed by a street car. 
He was unconscious when taken to the hos- 
pital. His name has not been learned since. 

Many persons have visited the ward since 
the lad was taken there. They might have 
been seeking lost children, but .« patient, 
dying hour by hour, was not theirs. 

“Must we say he was nobody’s boy?” 
asked Secretary Hopkins of the hospital. 
“The case is without a paraliel. 

“Since the boy was brought to the hos- 
pital the nurses have been almost out of 
mind through their sympathy for him.” 

Secretary Hopkins and Dr. Richard M. 
Fletcher were present when the boy died. 

“It would have been better if he had died 
hours ago,” said the physician, thinking of 
the helpless form he had watched over for 
two days.

A pair of 
woolen mittens, a spinning top, a pocket 
looking glass, and several bazaar coupons 
were in the pockets. There were a dozen 
coupons, one of which was numbered 1908 
marked $1. Pinned in the lapel of the 
coat was a Sacred Heart button. 

The police now believe he may have run 
away from his home, somewhere outside of 
Chicago. 

The boy is described as follows:

Of course the real fight for Philadelphia 
will come when Weaver himself is a candi- 
date for reélection over a year from now, and 
when the possibilty of complete redemption 
of the city administration will be presented 
to the people.

Estimates as to Vote. 

Practically all the citizens’ union votes will 
go direct to McClellan. Aside from his sub- 
terranean connection with Tammany hall, 
his administration is acleanone. Hethas not 
swept up the tenderloin, but.no ether mayor 
ever did, and the people of New York would 
be disgusted if he deprived them of their 
favorite show place, for the tenderloin, be it 
known,+is largely upheld by the stranger 
within Gotham’'s gates. 

There has been an unusually heavy regis- 
tration in New York City for an off. year, 
and there is an Indicated.total vote of more 
than 550,000. Two years ago McClellan polled 
414.782 votes, as compared with 252,086 for 
Low. Low represented the distinct reform 
element. He had with him the citizens’ union 
movement, and was well known as a public 
man, while McClellan was a youngster and 
the admitted protégé of Tammany hall. 

There seems to be every reason to believe 
that McClellan is far and away stronger than 
he was then and political forecasters do not 
think Tammany hall is extravagant in claim- 
ing for him a possible total vote of 350,000, 
leaving from 200,000 to 250,000 to be divided 
between Hearst and Ivins. It need surprise 
no one if McClellan hae a sweeping victory, 
because the opposition to him plainly is frag- 
mentary at best. 

Jerome’s Chances Doubtful. 

William Travers Jerome is an independent 
candidate for district attorney. His chances 
are distinctly doubtful. No one pretends to 
know what his vote will be. Both Tammany 
hall and the Odel! machine refused to indorse 
him. He was nominated by petition. Herep- 
resents the best moral sense o7 New: York 
city. He will, I believe, poll an immenge in- 
dependent vote. Whether that independent 
vote will be sufficient to counteract the nega- 
tive influence both of Tammany hall and 
the Odell machine is the one great mystery of 
the campaign, and no one who has his head 
firmly screwed down on his shoulders would 
be foolish enoypgh to venture a.prediction. 

There is one thing about Mr. Jerome's can- 
didacy which is not. generally understood. 
He is the district attorney of the county of 
New York, which includes vag Bowes boroughs 
of Manhattan and the Bronx. He is not voted 
for by the people of Brooklyn, Queens, and 
Richmond, and this adds to the complexity 
of the situation so’far as Mr. Jerome is con-~ 
cerned. 

Tom Johnson Likely to Win. 

In Cleveland, the third of the cities where 
the municipal campaign particularly is in- 
teresting to people far away, they are going 
through with/their periodic attempt to beat 
Tom Johnson. Mayor Tom is a peculfar Cleve- 
land growth, He has built up for himself a 
personal political machine and hitherto has 
defied all attempts to dislodge him within 
the walls of Cleveland town. He never has 
made much headway throughout the state, 
and, in fact, has done his party more harm 
than good when he was a candidate for gov- 
ernor. Mayor Tom talks single tax, 3 cent 
car fares, municipal ownership, vague re- 
forms in taxation, and other things which 
appeal to the unthinking popular heart in 
spite of their distinct flavor of demagogy. 

His opponent this year is Willlam H. 
Boyd, who has been making a better show- 
ing than Mayor Tom has had to face fora 
long time. Mr. Boyd has made a good ap- 
pearance in the joint debates, and his friends 
claim he will be elected. The isgues are 
local and personal, and as he has the advan- 
tage of his own machine and is backed by 
an administration of the city government 
which is ostensibly the last clean one, there 
is reason to believe that Mayor Tom will be 
reélected onec more, possibly by a reduced 
majority, but reélected none the less.

Secretary Taft discussed various objeo- 
tions to the proposed changes in the Inter- 
state commerce law, and added: 

“It may be readily conceded that the great 
bulk of the rates are reasonable, both in and 
of themselves, and in respect to the other 
rates, but by unreasonableness in compara- 
tively few rates great injustice can be done, 
and when it is understood by the railroad 
companies that efficient machinery is offered 
by the law to correct such abuses they are 
certain to be less and less.”’ 

Not Government Ownership. 

He maintained that such supervision as 
was proposed was “ not taking the railroads 
out of the hands of their owners,”’ and that 
it did not even approximate government own- 
ership. He held that the interstate com- 
merce commission could dispose of cases 
brought before it as rapidly and justly as 
the courts. 

“The admitted truth ts that the railroads 
in the past have intentionally given rebates 
to individuals and have thus ruined their 
competitors and that the giving of rebates 
was so general during the decade last passed 
that few railroads were exempt from it. That 
giving rebates has ceased to be so general a 
practice is undoubtedly true, but whether it 
will return .when business grows dull and | 


competition between the railroads grows in- | 


tense in case of business depression, no one 
can tell. The evils of chief moment today 
are undue discrimination between localities 
in rates and between individuals not tn rates, 
but in peculiar privileges. The new amend- 
ments are framed to meet both of these 
abuses, as well as rates excessive in and of 
themselves. 
Revolution Not Wanted. 

**T do not look for any great revolution to 
be effected by these amendments proposed 
by the president. The present interstate com- 
merce law has done much good. As amended 
it will do much more good. This good will 
be apparent when, after the tribunal has 
been operating with its new powers for a 
number of years, confidence in its ability 
and fairness shall be felt by both shippers 
and railway men. 

“The rules laid down by the Supreme 
court for determining whether a rate is rea- 
sonable or unreasonable and the circum- 
stances justifying discrimimation between 
rates, must all be given as much force before 
the interstate commerce commiss:on under 
the new taw as under the old. The restric- 
tions that the Supreme court have thrown 
about the interference with rates are not 
affected by these amendments in any respect 
whatever. When one calmly examines the 
proposed amendments they will be found to 
be most conservative.” 


Issues in Ohio. 

Discussing Ohio estate issues, Secretary 
Taft cordially approved of the administra- 
tion of Gov. Herrick and applauded him for 
his attitude toward the temperance legisla- 
tion framed tn the Brannock local option 
He discussed the charge of Gov.

Neighbors Hear Quarrel. 


Mr. and Mrs. Mary Brizzi and their two 
children, who occupy rooms above, were at 
dinner when they heard the sound of loud 
voices in the Marrela apartment. Mrs, 
Brizzi started downstairs to learn the cause 
of the trouble, but before she reached the 
rooms five shots were heard. Mrs, Marrela 
screamed, her husband's voice was heard, 
and then silence followed, 

Finding the doors of the apartment locked, 
Mrs. Brizzi sent her son Tony to notify Mrs. 
Ermano Leali, 157 De Koven street, mother 
of Mrs. Marrela. Breaking down the front 
Mrs. Leali entered and found her 
daughter dead and the man unconscious, 


Shot Through Heart Twice. 


Mrs.. Marrella had been shot twice through 
the heart. Marrela had thrown himself over 


his wife’s body and holding the revolver 


close to his head fired one shot into his head. 
His head was resting on the body of his wife. 
He was taken to the county hospital. There 
it was said by physicians that he could not 
live. 


SAYS LAW AIDS SWINDLERS. 


Chief Collins Opposes Provision That 
Employment Agencies Can Retain 
Applicants’ Fees for 30 Days. 


The law which permits employment agen- 
cies to retain.for thirty days the fees paid 
by applicants for positions, whether the po- 
sitions are secured or not, is condemned by 
Chief of Police Collins, who thinks the time 
limit should not exceed five days. 

* Scores of poor people have complained to 
me against tne methods of some of the em- 
ployment agencies,” the chief said. ‘‘ They 
pay several dollars to get a position and are 
sent to one place after another, where they 
find the places already taken. 

“ The agency keeps stringing them along 
in this way for the thirty days the law al- 
lows. Some of the applicants become dis- 
couraged and do not wait until the month is 
out and the agency profits by it. The law 
enables an irresponsible agency to do.busi- 
ness for a month before the police can close 
it up. I am going to try to have the law 
changed.”’ 


AUTO WRECK AT MILWAUKEE. 


Board of Trade Man Takes Party of 
Friends for Ride—Collides with 
Express Wagon. 


Milwaukee, Wis., Oct. 21.—[Special.]—Oscar

‘Jittle more than a week the charitable in- 


_ stitutions of the state will be under the civil 


This will carry with it more than an appli- 
sition of the merit system to the employment 
of 1,000 servants of the state. It means the 
‘betterment of one of the most important 
undertakings of state administration—the 
care and treatment of the insane, the help- 
Jess, and the Stopnanee, of which it has 
charge.. 

Outside of : Cook county there are now 
‘1,217 insane patients amd idiots in the various 
county poor houses. In Cook county there 
were, according to the last figures obtained 
by the state, 1,615 insane cases. 

' It is the plan of the new civil service com- 
‘mission to undertake the removal of all the 
‘Insane from almshouses outside of Chicago 
to state institutions. At Dunning they are 


believed to receive proper treatment. Inthe 
‘average county 


‘almsghouse the treatment 
of insane inmates is declared to be a dis- 
grace to the state. 


“Fault All Lies with State. 


In making this declaration it is not intend- 
ed to reflect on the character of the county 
superintendents. It is admitted that they 
have no facilities for the care of insane 
and 7 od the fault has been with the state 
that they should have been obliged to house 
a tlass of dependents for whom the alms- 
house is not intended. - 

Just how the civil service commission ex- 
pects to remedy these conditions is not ex- 
plained, but the commissioners are full of 
enthusiasm in their new office and they say 
it will be done. 

Heretofore it has been supposed to be a 
matter of appropriations, and it has been 
explained that the state institutions could 
not: hold additional patients until their ca- 
pacity had been increased. 

Incidentally this undertaking is extrater- 
ritorial for the civil-service commission, but 
the commissioners are energetic and are 
moving along all lines. 


Commission Down to Business. 


The commission, consisting o@ President 
Wiliam Moulton of Chicago, Stanley Brown 
of Rockford, and James Willoughby of 8t. 
Claip county, has been making « thorough 
inspection of tha state institutions. Its offices 
have been opened on the first floor of the 
statehouse, and it is about ready for busi- 
ness, having still to announce the appoint- 
ment of a secretary and chief examiner, and 
to announce the seven cities in which civil 
service examinations will be held 

It was decided to get along until Nov. 1 
with as little clerical assistance as possible. 
It was discovered that while the wily legis- 
lature unwillingly had passed the modified 
and restricted civil service act, it had taken 
partial revenge by neglecting to pass an 
appropriation bill for office and Pant a 
expenses. 


Makes Use of Emergency Fund. 


Gov. Deneen had an emergency fund at his 
disposal and he decided that as many of the 
politicians considered the merit law as a sort 
of natural catastrophe, and as the emer- 
gency fund was to be used for relief In cases 
of disaster by wind, water, or fire, some of it 
could be applied to the work of the commise- 
sion.

Woman Slept in Box. 


While one case which may be used as an 
illustration may not be typical it does throw 
some light on the condition of insane in 
county houses. An insane woman was taken 
from an almshouse where she had been 
sleeping in a box filled with straw. Her 
transfer to a state asylum was made by the 
state board ef charities, which steadily has 
been reducing the number of insane in coun- 
ty houses. 

The civil service commissioners as a result 
of their inspection give the state institu- 
tions a clean bill of health and speak high- 
ly of the management. They assert, how- 
ever, that steps are to be taken to raise 
the asylums in public estimation. 

While the new law leaves the present em- 
ployés unmolested in their positions it is as- 
serted that the natural changes which con- 
stantly are taking place will soon make 
room for the applicants who will take the 
civil service examinations so that new ma- 
terial will be at hand.

President Moulton haga plan to arrange for 
training schools for nurses and attendants 
in the institutions, and he is endeavoring to 
secure the services of medical experts for 
these schools. It is his purpose to give the 
attendants systematic training in the han- 
dling of their patients and then through the 
merit tests to secure a constantly increasing 
numiber of skilled nurses. 

It is his theory that such a procedure will 
give the institutions the confidence of the 
public, and that they will come to be places 
of first rather than last resort. 

It is recognized that now a patient comes 
to a state institution when there is nothing 
else that can be done for him. Medical men 
have told the commissioners that if they 
could get patients under their treatment 
when tnsanity first shows itself they could 
cure—at least In many cases. The commis- 
sion hopes to bring the people of the state 
to feel that the state asylum is the place of 
first resort. 

The only drawback to the plans of the com- 
mission is the need of money. It is feared 
that the funds to carfy out all the arrange- 
ments may not be forthcoming.

It has been deserted by President Dold, 
who has not presided at a single meeting 
since his re#lection in July. Dold is now in 
New York, apparently having left the or- 
ganigation in the lurch. The committees 
have failed to get to work and as a result the 
federation has become an empty name and 
not the powerful organization it was two 
years ago. 

“ The meetings also have lost interest and 
the attendance has fallen off greatly. Many 
unions have dropped out. Unless something 
is done soon the federation will go to smash 
and the labor movement in Chicago will 
receive a severe setback.”

“Voluntary” Reduction of Rates. 

“Some time in the year 1904 the Atlanta 
freight bureau asked the railroads for 4 re- 
adjustment of rates,” said this official. “The 
railroad commission of Georgia advised the 
roads that if they did not fix interstate rates 
they would reduce the rates within the state, 
and as the roads refused to comply with the 
commission's request that body ordered the 
reduction on Sept, 14. : 

“On Sept. 24 the Central Trust company 
of New York, as trustee af the second pre 
ferred income bonds of the Centra) of Geor- 
gia railroad, obtained an injunction restrain- 
ing the commission ané the railroad from 
putting the reduced rates into effect. The 
Central of Georgia secured an injunction 
against the commission, and finally the At- 
lantic Coast line, the Southern railway, and 

le and Nashville filed injunction 


t 
proceedings also. 
“In the meantime the Atlanta freight bu- 
reau succeeded in getting the common coun- 
cll to reject the application of the Louisville 
and Nashville, to buy and close certain high- 
ways in the city, to improve terminals, and 
also prevented the Fulton county commis- 
sioners from granting the Southern rallway 
and the Louisville and Nashville the rights 
to cross certain thoroughfares In the county. 
A few days later they also succeeded in pre- 
venting the Southern from securing other 
concessions from the county commissioners. 
Later they succeeded in persuading the com- 
mittee of the council from reporting an or- 
dinance granting permission to the Southern 
railway to construct a bridge from Madison 
street to the west end of Nelson street bridge. 
The bureau insisted that all ordinances grant- 
ed to the railroads should contain provisions 
that in consideration of the franchise granted 
the railroads shall agree to give and main- 
tain just freight rates for Atlanta. 


Compelled to Make Reduction.

Southern Railway Official Says

DENIES ANY SPOLIATION.

Washington, D. C., Oct. 21.—Lincoin Green 
of the Southern railway resumed: the stand 
today at the private car hearing before the 
interstate commefce commission. He testi- 
fied that his, contract with the Armour car 
lines for refrigeration prescribes that the 
charges must be reasonable, and no higher 
than charges for like service on other lines. 

‘In my opinion,” he said, the present 
rates are lower than could be made by the 
carriers themselves. We have had no com- 
plaints from shippers."’ 

It was brought out that the Armour car 
lines are able to handle the business econom- 
ically for the reason they have ft all, and are 
able to prepare for it. Cle- 
mente asked Mr. Green if he did not think 
the shipper should receive some of the bene- 
fits from this economical] service. Attorney 
Northrup, for the Southern railway, objected 
to the witness answering on the ground that 
the question was not one of “ railroad oper- 
ation,” but purely legal. 


- Selfishness as Factor. 

While discussing this from a legal point 
of view Attorney Reichman said the selfish- 
ness of the Armour car line would induce it 
to maintain a reasonable rate. Mr. Northrup 
added that the Southern Railway insists also 
upon reasonable rates. Commissioner Prouty 
interrupted to say: 

“Then it is the selfishness of the Armour 
line and by the grace of the Southern rail- 
way on which the shipper depends.”’ 

Protesting that the commissioner had

and unfairly, Mr. Northrup declared that 
* intelligence and business interests had built 
up the refrigeration business; that it was 
not a matter of ‘grace.'"’ He said the 
Southern railway is proud of its record in 
building up traffic of every character in its 
territory and with the satisfaction given its 


shippers. 
Cut in Fruit Rate. 


On redirect examination Mr. Green said 
that the freight rate on ice, if used for the 
refrigeration of frults, was reduced in 1904 
from $1.05 to 60 cents a ton, and he admit- 
ted to Attorney Barry for the commission 
that under the exclusive contract the Ar- 
mour car line was the only concern that 
could get the benefit of this rate. 

F. I. Hazelhurat of Macon, Ga., secretary 
of the Georgia Peach Growers’ association, 
testified in regard to the cost of producing 
peaches. 

The witness estimated that it costs $270 
to send a car of peaches from Georgia to 
New York or about 45 cents a crate. As 
an organization the witness said his asso- 
ciation had not made any complaint against 
the refrigerator charges.

Eeckersall Responsible for Ma- 
roons’ Lone Count; Badgers 
Make Desperate Fight.

Madison, Wis., Oct. 21. — [Special.] < 
“ Eckie,” alias Walter Eckersall, “ the mam 
with the toe,” once more defeated Wisconsin, 
when he dropped a neat field goal from just 
inside the twenty-five yard line today and 
registered the four points which gave Chi- 
cago its fourth consecutive football victory 
over the cardinal. In two of the games Chi- 
cago has crossed the other’s goal line. 

Those four points were all that could be 
scored, for both teams put up a magnificent 
defense whenever touchdowns threatened 
and neither of them was ever driven back to 
its last ditch. Victory did not some to Chi- 
cago until near the middie of the second half, 
after an unfruitful but magnificently played 
first half, in which neither eleven could claim 


| a point, 


Gridiron Batfle of Great Brilliance. 
It was one of the greatest gridiron battles 
in years for brilliancy of play and for thrill- 
ing moments of intense excitement which it 
produced. Under the adverse conditions as 
to footing, the two rival teams were almost 
evenly matched in speed. Both executed 
their strong offense and stubborn defense 
with remarkable speed and precision. Al- 
though it was Eckersall’s toe that won the 
game there is not a man cn Stagg’s team 
who did not earn high honors for himself 
and his colors. Nor will Wisconsin men 
think for a minute of withholding Highest 
praises from the men who fought, bled, and 
lost so gamely under the cardinal colors. 


Footing Uncertain and Yielding. 

There was reason for Wisconsin's confi- 
dence before the battle just as there was rea- 
son for Chicago's feeling of certainty. There 
was hardly a flaw to pick In the work of 
either team except the occasional fumbling 
which was due largely to the uncertain, 
yielding footing. Randall field had dried out 
fairly well during the day, but the soft, new 
made soil was still damp and holding and 
the players sank into it an inch or two with 
every step, so that before matters had pro- 
gressed far the arena resembled a plowed 
field in spots. 

It was in these spots the Badgers cleverly 
aimed to keep the play as much as possible. 
For right well and with good cause they 
feared Eckersall and his speed. With these 
conditions Wisconsin depended upon a hard, 
bruising offense, with little variation, and 
the cardinals gained by it consistently, mak- 
ing twice as much ground on straight football 
as Chicago could, but in this grueling style 
of offense, consistently as it was played, the 
Badgers could not beat down Chicago's de- 
fense and carry the pigskin far enough te 
score a touchdown. 


Badgers Threaten Only Twice. 

Only twice did Wisconsin really threaten 
the maroon goal within even striking dis- 
tance. Once Eckersall fumbled one of the 
few pufits Findlay booted anywhere near the 
little quarter back and gave Wisconsin the 
ball on the maroon fifteen yard line. Thié 
was in the first half and the cardinal root- 
ers shouted loud applause, ringing with the 
confidence that victory could not be denied, 
for several times King’s men had carried 
the ball that distance before they could be 
stopped.

Rule 56, section 1 is 
as follows: “If, before two hands are out 
and while third base is occupied, the coacher 
stationed near that base shall run in the di-+ 
rection of home base on or near the base line 
while a fielder is making or trying to makea 
ylay on a batted ball not caught on the fiy or 
on a thrown ball, and thereby draws a throw 
to home base, the base runner entitled to 
third base shall be declared out by the umpire 
for the coacher’s interference with and pre- 
vention of the legitimate play.’’ In the play 
specified, however, there were two out, mak- 
ing this rule inoperative.

Automobile Club of France Confirms 
Action of Italian Body, Preventing 
Star from Racing for a Year. 


Auguste Hemery, winner of the Vanderbilt 
road race, finds himself in the position of a 
man unable to defend his newly won honors 
because of a suspension from the automobile 
racing game for one year. Hardly had Hem- 
ery had time to recover ftom the effects of his 
efforts over the Long Island course than he 
was handed a cablegram from the Automo- 
bile Club of France, whose representative he 
was in the eastern contest, telling him that 
the powers that bein his native land had con- 
firmed the suspension of the Italian club 
and that Hemery could not race in France or 
Italy for twelve months. 

Hemery'’s punishment is the result of al- 
leged impertinence to the officials of the 
Florio cup race last summer. Hemery was 
favorite in the Italian race, but the timers’ 
results showed he finished fourth, first place 
going to a dark horse, .taggio, an Ltalian. 
This was so unexpected that Hemery gave 
vent to his feelings in public, with the result 
that the Italians promptly suspended him. 


Golden Harvest for Hemery. 

Although a ban has been placed on his 
driving for quite a long period, it is not ex- 
pected that Hemery will mourn much, for he 
reaped a golden harvest for his victory in the 
Vanderbilt. It was not as much as Thery 
got out of the Gordon Bennett, it is true, but 
still many a man would thing himself singu- 
larly fortunate if he could pull down $12,000 
for less than five hours’ work. Thery got 
$00,000 out of the Gordon Bennett race, it is 
reported, but that was in his own country, 
where he was madeanidol. Hemery was first 
paid $2,000 as a bonus to use a certain make 
of tires. To this was added $5,000 by the tire 
people for the victory, while the firm whose 
car he drove handed over another $5,000.

PROFESSIONAL BOXING. 


\ 


Edict of Chief Collins Has Serious 
Effect on Game in Chicago and Un- 
intentionally Puts Amateurs on 
‘Queer Street”—Fighters Surprised, 
as They Did Not Expect Sport to 
Be Stopped After It Once Was 
Started, 


{BY GEORGE SILER.|] 

Professional boxing was ‘‘ handed’’ one 
the other day by Chief of Police Collins which 
put the sport, locally, In a comatose condi- 
tion, and from which it will take some time 
to recover. The blow, judging from its ef- 
fect, must have been a right hand swing de- 
livered with all the power possible, as it up- 
set every one interested in the game. 

It not only put the professionals down for 
the count, but unintentionally, I presume, 
put the amateurs on “queer” street. In 
d&ther words, Chief Collins sent out a mani- 
festo to the effect that professional boxers 
would not be permitted to earn a livelihood 
by the sweat of the stuffed mitt, and that the 
amateurs could hammer each other at will, 
provided, no ** junk " in the shape of medals 
or blue ribbons would be awarded to the 
boss hammerer. 

The chief does not object to members of 
organized clubs slaughtering each other ina 
friendly bout wherein the contestants re- 
ceive nothing but punishment, but ‘should 
the winner receive even @ cigar as an award 
for his superior fistic ability he will be 
liable to the law. His edict, of course, gives 
the amateur a chance, but I doubt if evenan 
amateur would care to enter into a contest, 
whether for the fun of the thing or for a 
championship, without an incentive other 
than the pleasure of being considered the 
better man.

If Chief Collins, when framing his mani- 
festo, had in mind the prevention of brutality 
by barring professionals ana practically In- 
vitingg the amateurs to slug each other, he got 
the cart before the horse, as there ts more 
brutality and more serious tnjurtes inflicted 
in one set of contests between unscienced 
novices than there is in a score of bouts be- 
tween professionals. And !t is almost need- 
less to. stat@ that there are more deaths and 
more serious accidentsin one tootball season 
than there is in fifty years of professional 
boxing. I merely bring football into the 
argument because Mayor Dunne tipped It off 
when, several weeks ago, he commented 
favorably on boxing as compared with foot- 
ball and other strenuous sports. 

ae 

Professional boxers, and others direcily In- 
terested in the sport, were not prepared for 
Mr. Collins’ edict, as the impression had got 
abroad that there would be something doing 
in their line this fall and winter. This im- 
pression was strengthened when the Chi- 
cago Athletic association’s first show was 
not interfered with and when it, practically, 
was given permission to hold its second en- 
tertainment, under expert police supervis- 
ion. They took it for granted, especially 
after the expert’s favorable report, that the 
resumption of the game was assured, and 
actually began preparing for a busy and 
prosperous season, so the force of Chief Col- 
lins’ unexpected blow was more effective 
than if they had not received any encour- 
agement. 

There is a movement afoot, it is reported, 
to test, not the law, but the discrimination 
of it, between professionals and amateurs 
which, I presume, will result in the abolishing 
of everything which pertains to boxing. If, 
as Mayor Dunne recently stated, he would 
permit boxing contests if he could differen- 
tiate between clean and unclean boxing, his 
chief, by his recent edict, certainly selected 
the unclean end of it as, from a scientific 
and clean boxing viewpoint, the professionals 
are the more finished and the less harmful 
exponents. 

If, however, the mayor inferred he could 
not differentiate between boxing in public for 
fly-by-night clubs for financial benefits of 
grasping promoters and boxing under the 
clubs organized for athletics 
other than boxing only, then Mr. Collins’ 
ing to his lights. I am thinking, though, he 
will have a job on his hands preventing ath- 
letic organizations awarding medals or other 
tokens for fistic superiority among amateurs, 
and will find it still more difficult to determine 
the amateur standing of contestants and to 
prove their membership to clubs they profess 
to represent. Why would it not be a good 
idea to conduct boxing contests on the lines 
now in vogue at Philadelphia? The clubs in 
that city hire the boxers for a certain amount 
of money, regardless of the outcome of the 
contests they take part im, and the referees 
give no decisions.

A good test of Chief Collins’ edict will be 
had when the new Illinois Athletic club holds 
its amateur championship boxing tourna- 
ment at the Coliseum next month. The club 
officials state no medals. money, or ribbons 
will be awarded the wir. ng contestants and 
that there will be no brutality. Regarding 
the latter I do not see how the brutal ena of 
the contests can be avoided, as, according to 
the amateur rules the round ends when one of 
the contestants is upset with a wallop and 
he ts given time to recover to be upset again 
and again. In professional contests, such as 
has been conducted fn the best clubs during 
the last few years, the bout is stopped when 
it becomes apparent to the referee that one 
of the contestants is overmatched.

The post filled by the Hon. Walsh is that 
of controller of the household, an office un- 
known in democratic America, but which 
exists in many aristocratic families here and 
in all royal establishments, from the king's 
down. In reality, the controller is a species 
of upper servant, ranking several degrees 
higher than a chief butler, whose business 
it is to see that all domestic matters run 
smoothly. 

Mr. Reid is the first American ambassador 
to employ such a functionary, but no other 
American ambassador to the court of St. 
James has lived in so much etyle as Mr. Reid 
maintains. As that is whatAmericans seem 
to expect of their representatives abroad 
nowadays—when they pay for it out of their 
own pockets—Mr. Reid is to be congratulated 
on his success in obtaining the services of the 
son of a belted ear! as his chief lackey. 


Third Son of a Lord. 

The Hon, Walsh is the third son of Lord 
Ormathwaite. Third Bons of peers are not 
usually well off. The Hon. Walsh is to be 
commended for doing something to earn a 
living. ‘‘ Honor and shame from no condi- 
tion rise.”"

om these long Gscussions which re- 
vealed the animosity of one part of German 
opinion regarding France there have emerged 
two impressions. The first of these follows: 
There is undeniable rivalry between Germany 
and England. This rivalry is due to Ger- 
many’s maritime effort, the logical result 
of which has been to impel the German em- 
peror to give attention to matters beyond 
the seas, and thereby to come in conflict with 
England. 


England Takes Precautions. 

Under these circumstances it was natural 
that England should foresee the possibility 
of a German attack on France and should 
manifest an intention to preventit. Such a 
sentiment, however, could not be interpretcd 
as a hostile act. It was a guarantce of 
mutual peace. England's good faith fore- 
shadowed only one eventuality which Ger- 
many fears. The moment that Germany 
has no warlike intentions England’s projecis 
would be no longer possibie of being rc- 
alized. Moreover, this is the opinion which 
seems finally to have been reached in Lon- 
don and Berlin, where calm sentiment now 
prevails. The second impression is as fol- 
lows: A certain French minister did not 
hesitate, in order to satisfy his hatreds, to 
violate professional secrets in relation to 
what transpired in the midst of a cabinet 
meeting. It was a deplorable act and onc 
which probably will result in the complete 
extinction for all time of this statesman’s 
-political career, 


Budget Almost Balances. 

The chamber of deputies which may last this

sion. The budget is presented as follows: 
Receipts, 3,700,563,00% francs ($740,112,618]; 
expenses, 3,700,408,958 francs [$740,081,791); 
thus showing a nominal, indeed, almost an 
imperceptible balance of 154,135 francs 
[$30,827 }. 

The budget commission Is not enthusiastic 
over the figures. M. Bauden, secretary of the 
commission, even questions its accuracy, 
maintaining that certain expenditures are 
minimized and that among the receipts are 
sums coming, not from taxes, but from the 
debt. He adds that the commission leaves to 


partamentary traditions and practical meth- 
ods, as it is the government which proposes 4 
the budget, but the chamber which votes it, 
and in approving itth chamber assumes the 
responsibility of which the government then 


is discharged. 


Financial Situation Mineiling 

The budget for 1906 provides for millions of 
new expenditures, resulting from the appll- 
eation of the laws voted by the existing 
chamber. No one is able to eay just now 
what will be the total amount of these 
augmentations when the workmen’s pension 
law is voted, and when the obugatory pen- 
sion iaw is to be applied. 

The financial situation is beginning to be- 
come alarming, because everybody is pro- 
posing new expenditures and nobody wants 


| more taxes, as in the opinion of all the 

French people the taxpayer already is bur- 
i dened to the Iimit, while awa:i.ing the com- 
ing of the man of genius to find new re- 
sources that will meet the extra expendi- 
tures demanded by those who haven't the 
genius.

He is 
a French prince, because he is is grandson 
of Louis Philippe. His reception has been 
cordial. Everybody has been charmed by 
his manner.

He is 
also a good customer, as he has ordered in 
France a complete equipment of artillery for 
his principality.

England Bound to Intervene. 


Fortunately for Norway and Sw: the 
ean war broke out just about.that time; 
and Emperor Nicholas found it necessary 
oe Witharaw his troops from Finland for 
use elsewhere. So acute, however, had been 
the danger which Norway had. incurred of 
Russian invasion that in 1835 the then king 
of Sweden negotiated a treaty with France, 
and more especiaily with England, whereby 
these two powers pledged themselves to 
maintain with their armies and navies if 
necessary the integrity of the kingdoms of 
Sweden and Norway. The object of the 
treaty, as stated in article 2 thereof, was to 
resist the pretensions or aggressions of 
Russia,”” and in return for this promise of 
protection, Norway and Sweden engaged 
in article 2 “ not to cede or to exchange with 
sussia nor to permit her to occupy any 
part of the territory belonging to the crown 
of Sweden and Norway, nor to cede to Rus- 
sia any right of pasturage, of fishery, or 
of any nature whatsoever, either on the said 
territory or upon the coasts of Sweden and 
Norway.”’ 

This treaty, drawn up and devised by Lord 
Palmerston, was announced in the speech 
from the throne delivered in parliament by 
the late Queen Victoria on Jan. 41, 1856, and 
although little has been heard of it untila 
few weeks ago many, indeed; having for- 
gotten or ignored its existence, it still re- 
mains in force. For the convention of Karl- 


stad makes it thoroughly clear that treaties | 


made by the king of Sweden in his capacity 
a3 monarch of both countries remain binding 
upon each, the only change made being 
that the one country can no longer be held 
responsibie for the fulfillment of obligations 
incumbent upon the other country with 
which it was formerly united by law. 


Russia Twice Stopped. 

Some twelve or fourteen years afterwards, 
when Russia again showed signs of propos- 
ing to invade Norway, availing himeelf of 
the everlasting Laplander grazing difficulty 
as a pretext of offense, encouraged probably 
by the waning health and fortunes of Na- 
poleon III., and by the temporary retirement 
of Queen Victoria from the active direction 
of the foreign policy of England, the late 
King Charles of Sweden appealed to old 
Emperor William for intervention in his be- 
half. Emperor William dispatched one of his 
most trusted and capable officers, the late 
John Jay's son-in-law, Gen. von Schweinitz, 
to Norway,,. Sweden, and Finland, for the 
purpose of making a personal investigation 
of the stories to the effect that Russia was 
preparing for a military descent upon Nor- 
way, The general, whose widow and son are 
now in this country, the guests of the vener- 
able Mrs. John Jay in New York, discovered 
that the statements~were only too well 
founded, and on the strength of his reports 
Emperor William dispatched’ him, with a 
strongly worded letter, to his nephew, the 
ezar, which had the effect of causing Russia 
to suspend for a second time the preparations 
which she was making for the invasion of 
Norway. 

It remains to be seen whether Russia will 
make a third attempt to secure a slice of Nor- 
wegian territory sufficiently large to assure 
her of the possession of a warm water port 
on the Atlantic, again using the Lapp grazing 
rights as a pretext. Would, in that case, 
England go to the length of declaring war 
upon Russia to preserve the integrity of Nor- 
way? She could not count upon the assist- 
ance of France, since the latter is Russia's 
ally. Great Britain’s offensive and defensive 
alliance with Japan only concerns Asia, and 
it is more than probable that Germany would 
side with Russia In any conflict with Eng- 
land. There are plenty of people even in 
Great ‘Britain who are of the opinion that 
Russia Is entitled to an outlet on the Atlantic, 
who take the ground that the Russian gov- 
ernment is powerless to resist popular and 
economic pressure in this direction, and that 
it would be a mistake to Involve not only 
Engiand but likewise other of the great 
powers of Europe in all the horrors of war 
for the sake of a small strip of territory and 
an Atlantic harbor in one of the most remote 
and out of the way places of Europe. 


MADE. TO THINK BACKWARDS. 


Remarkable Pamphiet by Frenchman 
Who Seeks to Prove Theory of

PARIS, Oct. 21-—A remarkable pamphiet 
on the subject of retrogression of memory 
or thinking backwards has just been pub- 
lished by Col. Rochas, a former director of 
the Polytechnic (the French Woo!wich), who 
‘s endeavoring to prove the truth of the 
theory of reinca:nat.on. He has hypnotized 
a number of persons and made them be- 
Heve they were ten, thirty, and even afty 
yeas younger than their actual ages. 

Some remarkable experiments were made 
with a woman of 35, who was hypnotized, 
and to whom it was suggested that her age 
was gradually diminishing.

Motor Accident Causes Vacancy. 

By Senator Fulford’s death from a motor 
accident at Newton, Maas., Sir Wilfrid Laur- 
ler has a fourth vacancy to fill tn the senate. 
There are two vacancies for New Brunswick 
and one each for Nova Scotia and Ontario. 
The late senator was fairly well off, as wealth 
counts in Canada, being reported to have ac- 
cumulated property suppoged .to represent a 
money value of some $15,000,000, chiefly made 
by the manufaeture of patent medicines. 
He was married to a Wisconsin woman, a 
Miss White. 


Hardship in Carrying Mail. 

A Northwest mounted police party on board 
the Canadian government steamer Arctic 
had an awful time carrying the mails be- 
tween the ship and Fort Churchill, and re- 
turning a distance of 600 miles, mostly over 
ice and snow. The party consisted of Cor- 
poral Arthur, Henry Ford, an interpreter, 
and one of the Eskimo natives, and took 
with them two loaded komatiks drawn by 
fourteen dogs. Part of the distance on the 
return journey was made over land and 
the rest over the ice formed on the waters 
along the coast. They had to build snow 
shelters with the temperature at 50 to 57 
degrees below zero. 

Ford and the Eskimo were badly frost- 
bitten and reduced almcst to living skeletons 
before they reached their destination. Most 
of their dogs perished of exposure. With 
great difficulty they reached the ship.

Lord Grey has 
satisfied himself that the yield of wheat is 
between 80,000,000 and. 100,000,000 bushels, 
and that for every acre so far put under the 
plow there are “ nine acres of equally good 


‘soll remaining to be taken up by new settlers 


and cultivated.” 


Labor Men for Reciprocity. 


At the recent Quebec gathering of the 
Canadian Manufacturers’ association the 
policy of a revised mutual tariff to build up 
Canadian industries and promote the manu- 
facture in Canada of products now largely 
imported from the United States and other 
countries was reaffirmed, The evidence pre- 
pared for the tariff commission now making 
a tour of the country !s overwhelmingly on 
the same lines. The issue was taken up by 
the tariff committee of the traders’ and 
labor congress of Canada, and to the sur- 


| prise of the high tariff interests a declaration 


against a higher tariff and announcing that 
any increase of duties would be dpposed 
was adopted. 

Now James B. Mack, former vice preai- 
dent of the Trades and Labor congress of 
Canada, who has just returned from the 
United States, where he has been looking 


| into labor and tariff conditions, comes out 


with a vigorous protest againet the an- 
nouncement of the tariff committee of the 
congress. He asserts his belief that nine- 
tenths of the workingmen of Canada “ are 


‘in favor of making the Canadian tariff 


against United States products as high as 
the American tariff against Canadian prod- 
ucts.”” Mr.’ Mack has opportunities enjoyed 
by few men to gauge the genera! feeling, and 
he says he is satisfied the masses are prac- 
tically almost to a man for a  »purely 
reciprocal tariff on the classes of manu- 
factured goods brought into Canada from 
the United States, that is, an equivalent 
dollar for dollar of the American duties on 
imports from Canada. — 

He suggests that American labor interests 
are more consulted in the policy of the tariff 
committee of the Canadian labor congress 
than Canadian, and allows it to be under- 
stood, without saying it In so many words, 
that they are at the back of It. 


SALOONKEEPER |S ON ‘SQUARE.’ 


Retailer Near Sioux Falls Publishes 
Card That He Will Exclude 
All Drunkards. 


Sioux Falls, S. D., Oct. 21.—[Special.]—F. 
L. Bergstreser, whe conducts a saloon at 
Wentworth, north of Sioux Falls, is entitled 
to rank as the most gentlemanly saloonkeep- 

er in the northwest. Ina card published in 
a  Wentinagth paper he says: 

“YI wish to notify the wife. who has a 
drunken husband, or a friend who fs unfor- 
tunately dissipated, to give me notice in 
writing and all such cases shall be excluded 


from buying intoxicating drinks in my place.— 


“Let fathers, mothers, sisters, and broth- 
ers do likewise and their requésts shall be 
complied with. I pay a heavy tax for the 
privilege of retailing liquors, ete:; and wish 
it distinctly understood that I nave no desire 
to sell to drunkards, nor the destitute. 

I much prefer that they save their money 
and put it where ft will-do the most good to 
their families.”

THE PRESIDENT’S TRIP. 


President Roosevelt is as cordially wel- 
comed in Georgia as in Virginia. He is the 


| 


| recipient not merely of the official courtesies 


which would be extended to any president 
at this time but of a hearty popular greeting 
which testifies to the admiration the people 
of the south have for the personal qualities 
of their visitor. They do not feel about him 
as they did when they appeared to listen ap- 
provingly to the savage remarks of the pa- 
pers and politicians of their part of the coun- 
try about the Booker Washington incident, 


the Indianola postoffice affair, and the ap- 
pointment of a colored man as collector at 


Charleston. 

Even though some newspapers and poli- 
ticians still assert occasionally that it ls the 
policy of the president to foist negro rule 
on the southern states, the people of that 
section refuse to be alarmed, They under- 
stand the president much better than they 
once did. They are in a frame of mind now 
where they can consider dispassionately his 
character and acts. The result is that they 
have conceived a great liking for him that 
‘was apparent long before he set out on his 
trip, and the greeting he is receiving should 
surprise no one. 

The president is a republican, and the bulk 


democrats. It so happens, however, that 
measures in which the president has taken 
a deep interest appeal strongly to them. 
They appreciate the necessity for railroad 
rate regulation, because they are suffering 
from excessive rates on many products. 
They believe in the value to them of the 
Panama canal and approve of what the 
president has done to promote its construc- 
tion. As heavy shippers of cotton cloths to 
China, a country which they hope will be 
a still better market in the future, they are 
pleased with all that has been done for the 
preservation of the “ open door.” 

It is net merely because the people of the 
south agree with the president as to certain 
business questions or national policies that 
they are giving him a warm reception. They 
adniire his personal traits—his courage, his 
impuisiveness, his frankness. They can 
see those things now that the shadow of the 
negro no longer obscures their vision. They 
recognize his integrity of purpose and pas- 
sionate desire to do right by all and to se 
eure their rights for all. When hespeaks of 
Lee and Stonewall Jackson as he does and 
eulogizes the self-devotion displayed by the 
men who wore the gray as well as those who 
wore the blue, southerners are touched, be- 
cause they feel he is sincere in what he says. 

For these reasons they are giving him the 
kind of reception. genuine admiration 
prompts, and not the kind which common 
courtesy to the incumbent of a high office 
requires. Here and there a discordant note 
is heard. It seems intolerable to a few that 
the president should recognize the existence 
of the negro. These irreconcilables are too 
-jnconsiderable a fraction of the southern 
people to deserve attention.

AN OPINION WHICH IS BAD LAW. 

Friday night the mayor spoke on the trac- 
tion question at a meeting of citizens of 
Ravenswood. Somebody in the audience 
asked him what right the traction companies 
had to collect 5 cent fares on streets where 
they are operating cars “without fran- 
chises "—where the twenty years for which 
privileges were granted them have expired. 
The mayor is reported to have said in reply: 
“ Legally the companies have no right in 
those streets in which their grants have ex- 
pired. I would sav that, in my opinion, 
patrons of those lines might with reason 
refuse to pay the full 5 centfare.”  __ 

Mayor Dunne was/not incorrectly re- 
ported. He deliberately reiterated his dpin- 
ion yesterday, and argued that 6n a street 
where the company’s franchise had expired 
it could charge only a “ reasonable rate,” 
and on some lines the 5 cent fare would be 
entirely too much for a short ride. This 
is an opinion which, if acted on by 
any considerable number of people, would 
lead to Intolerable wrangling and fighting 
on the street cars, If passengers were to 
hand the conductor 8 or 4 cents when riding 
on streets in which the franchises of the com- 
pany had expired, or are alleged by the city 
to have expired, the conductor would re- 
fuse to accept the partial payment and 
trouble would ensue. 

The magor’s law is bad. Where a trac- 
tion company is running cars after its 
franchise has expired it is doing so with the 
acquiescence of the city. It is not a tres, 
passer, but a tenant at will. Mayor Dunne 
himself said, “‘ We think it better to give 
the people transportation facilities and not 
dispossess the companies until the city has 
something to offer in place of the old lines.” 
Since the city allows the cars to continue to 
run they are run lawfully, and whoever uses 
them is bound to pay the legal fare. He 
must pay for the transportation he gets 
which the city permits the company to offer 
him. It is extraordinary that anybody who 
once was a judge should be of a different 
opinion. 

If any number of headstrong individuals 
were to put in practice the opinion Mayor 
Dunne has advanced and refuse to pay 
the full 5 cent fare there would be 
frequent gtreet car riots which the police 
would have to quell by ejecting the disturb- 
ers of the peace from the cars. It might 
even be necessary to arrest and fine them. 
They would find the mayor's opinion was not 
looked on as good Jaw in the justice courts. 

It is to be hoped that no Chicagoan will be 
unwise enough to act in accordance with the 
opinion which the mayor has given. If he 
rides in conveyances the city allows to be 
run so that ‘‘the people may have trans- 
portation facilities,” he must pay full fare. 


GIVE MORE THROUGH ROUTES. 


Through cars are running in Halsted 
street from Milwaukee avenue to the stock- 
vards. The traction companies have done 
something which will promote the comfort 
of a host of working men and women. The 
crowding, shoving, and trampling which 
made the change from one car to the other 
at O'Neil street so inconvenient and some- 
times dangerous have been done away with. 

The two traction companies were able to 
obtain without difficulty from the council 
permission to lay the few rails and string the 
few yards of trolley which were needed to 
connect their respective lines at O'Neil 
street. That has enabled them to put in 
operation a through route five miles long. 
tf the traction officials will look over the 
ground carefully they may be able to es- 
tablish, without difliculty, more through 
routes ih the near future and promote there- 
by the convenience of, thousands of their 
patrons, 

So long as the cables arein use it will be 


the companies say they are willing to es- 
tablish. None of the cable cars running on 
State or Wabash 
north or west side lines. But if the south 
side company wishes to enter the north or 
west divisions with some of its cleetric cars 
it can manage it. By making the necessary 
connections Wentworth avenue cars can ‘be 
run across Clark street bridge into the north 
side factory district. They can also be run 
across Lake street bridge and out Milwau- 
kee avenue. There Is nothing to prevent the 
running of some of the Lincoln avenue elec- 
trie ears as far south as Twelfth street.

It is because of the aid extended by 
“commercialism” that the Metropolitan 
museum flourishes, and this is true of every 
other museum and gallery In the country, 
It is owing to wealthy men who have some- 
thing of the art spirit, taste, or pride that 
the museums succeed and are kept going. 
This much is due to the kings of finance, 
and when any of them decide to put their 
surplus money, not entirely with stables, or 


' yachts, or diamonds, but with objects of art, 


it should not be charged against them that 
their commercialism is lowering or debas- 
ing art. Whatever criticism may be made 
of Mr. Morgan’s purely, commercial or 
financial] operations no reasonable objection 
can be made to his artistic operations. It 
would be better for art and artists if there 
were thousands of Morgans. There would 
be more great pictures and fewer pot boilers. 


THE PUBLIO LIBRARY. 


The month of October has been an im- 
portant one in/the history of the Chicago 
Public library. Its present head, Mr. Fred- 
erick H. Hild, was’ appointed on Oct, 16, 
1887, succeeding the first librarian, . Dr. 
William F. Poole, whose labors began on 
Oct. 25, 1878; while the library owes its 
existence to the generous thoughts stirred 
by the fire of Oct. 9, 1871. Perhaps it is 
only a coincidence, but it is appropriate 
that this month should see the publication 
of a little handbook containing interesting 
information about the library and likely to 
increase its usefulness. 

The public library is one of the institu- 
tions whose establishment marked the 
transition from the old Chicago to the new. 
In these days even small towns have their 
Carnegie libraries, but in 1871 this city of 
300,000 inhabitants had no public library. 
There were collections of books belonging 
to different religious and educational! insti- 
tutions, the Mechanics’ institute, and to 
private owners, but the. city was not yet 
metropolitan enough to afford a place where 
the world’s treasury of art, science, and 
literature lay open to all. It was charac- 
teristic of Thomas Hughes that when 
others were pouring into the stricken city 
whatever was necessary to meet pressing 
but temporary physica] needs, his mind 
should have turned to the needs of the 
spirit. Books, a common storehouse of 
help, of knowledge, of cheer, or of strength, 
an opportunity to recall happier days by 
the sight once more of familiar pages, a 
reminder that life was niore than raiment, 
seemed to him a worthy gift. Some 7,000 
volumes gathered by his solicitude were 
sent to Chicago and became the nucleus 
of the collection of over 350,000 bound books 
and pamphlets now on the shelves. — 

After some wandering the library found 
its permanent home in the beautiful and 
convenient building occupying the whole 


of Dearborn park, In 1897. A portion of 
the building will be occupied for thirty 
vears as a hall for the reunion of Grand 
Army posts and public receptions, but the 
rest of the building, 352x146 feet, and 
costing $2,000,000, affords ample accom- 
modation for the present needs of the li- 
brary. The handbook which the directors 
have just published gives a number of jl- 
lustrations from photographs and a ful! 
description of the library and the building. 
There is a translation of the inscriptions in 
foreign languages, upon the walls and a 


copy of the other inscriptions. The,.pages 
devoted to explaining how best to use the 


advantages of the library contain much in- 
formation of value. 

The public library, whether the institu- 
tion or the building is meant, is one of the 
ornaments of the city. It is fortunate in 
having had the services of Dr. Poole for 
fourteen years and Mr. Hild for eighteen 
years, and in having had directors who 
have realized and been faithful to their 
responsibilities. Among the four great li- 
braries of the city the public library is

The latter attributed their condition chiefly 
to their endowments. The teacher neces- 
sarily lives largely in the past, and unless 
there is some force which strongly tends to 
turn his attention to the present and the 
future he is pretty certain to look upon old 
institutions, and especially upon old edu- 
cational systems, with reactionary venera- 
tion. In the endowed school, independent 
as it is of public support, no such force is 
operative.

Hygienic exercises in college may easily be made to set, formal, or 
concrete, and, with many sttidents, they are certainly in danger of becom- 
ing too severe. Let us train for record by all.means, but let it be a health, 
strength, and longevity record rather than a pole vault, shot put, or hammer 
slinging record. 

Fisca] mismanagement of athletic sports still afflicts colleges, but it, is 
lessening, and can, so far as it is of official-nature, be wholly suppressed by 
any athletic board resolute enough to insist on due oversight, control, and 
audit, Hivery college of size should have a paid manager of its athletic 
finances, able, eonscientious, exacting—preferably not otherwise connected 


with the college or otherwise interested in athletics. Gate money would still 


be collected, but none of it misspent. Part might go into the college treas- 


ury for paying coaches’ salaries, All coaches should be employed and pald 
by the college authorities directly, as subfunctionaries on the gymnasium 


staff, that their pay and promotion may not depend on spectacular or phe- 


nomena! results secured by doubtful means, upon sincere and faithful 
work, in the Interest of the whole student body, and in an academic rather 
then a “ sporting ” spirit. 

Harder to deal with is underhand Philistine intervention in college 
athletics—town subsidies of one sort or another provided for college ath- 
letics, either secretly or with the connivance of certain members upon 
athletic boards. But, under a reasonable code of regulations, this also can 
be prevented by firmly insisting that no student ascertained to be thus 
assisted can retain place upon any college team. Let there be no hiring of 
men to engage tf college sports. 

All agree that we must rid college athletics of professionalism. Amateur- 
ism in college sports ought to be cultivated and encouraged to the utmost 
of our power and planning. 

The criterion om which to lay all stress should be actual, bona fide 
studentship. I do not see why a young man of character and scholarship, 
sincerely a collegian, as truly so as any of his classmates, playing as a pro- 
fession or as a permanent source of revenue, should be stigmatized as a 
“ professional” or “nonamateur,” and kept off college teams, simply 
because now and then, in a summer vacation, being obliged to get money in 
order to prosecute his studies, he has, instead of pitching hay, pitched ball 
and received a few dollars for doing so. American college athleticism will! 
at this point do well not to ape that of British universities. What we 
desire in our college athletics is sincerity, scholarship, manhood, college 
spirit, neither philistinism on the one hand, nor pharisaism on the other— 
purity versus purism or purlanism.

You may talk to him and persuade him how bear- 
tiful it would be for him to work day and night to “help forward the 
world,” and even if he is fool enough to believe you, his arms, legs, and 
head will not allow it.

With 
few exceptions, modern Utopias deal with natural society. The Utopias 
of ancient days dealt with an imaginary or artificial society. But this dif- 
ference is not all. Lieber in his work on civil liberty has made the keen 
observation that “ nearly all political writers who had induiged in creative 
Utopias” {he was writing fifty years ago] had “ followed so closely the 
ancient writers that they rose no higher than communism.” In other words, 
until recent years, political and social visionaries, though they look towards 
the future, steered by the stars of the ancient world, heedless of.the fact

forms for the other fellow. Only a gionce is needed at this situation to see 
that man really doesn’t want to be reformed. 

Thus man is not reforming. With all the reforming that he might do 
and in so many ways, each of us can conjure up the state of affairs to come 
about if only he would change as we would have him. But somehow it all 
stops at that and we continue on the best we can, enduring a world created 
so that the “ angels shall not care to emigrate.” 

“The world as it is” is the premise laid down to the young man upon 
which the logic of his future actions al] depends. It is his workshop. 
He needs to take its dimensions, its atmosphere, its frictions, barriers, dif- 
ficulties, hopes, fears, disappointments, selfishness—all those into careful 
conaideration. They will need to be reckoned with at every turn. It will 
be the height of folly for the young man to say that none of the ills exist, 
because they do. It will be equally as silly for him to take the other extreme 
of pessimism and lie down with the observation that it is not worth while. 
It is the only world of which be knows anything. If he be right thinking 
and right doing, the greatest apostie of unselfishness will grant him the 


privilege of considering the world’ as a‘school for his virtues, out of the 
evils of which these virtues take a new light, indeed. 

Every man is the stronger for preparing for obstacles that may. be 
lu his path. Who shall say how much a naturally pessimistic disposition has 
aiced a man in his accomplishments? Such a man has-his work ahead of 
him. It is euch as will tax his best efforts; he is certajn of that much, but 
he fears more.. But he must go ahead, and tn going he prepares for condl- 
tions that do not exist. He is the stronger for the preparation, and matert- 
ally he may have a stored reserve in consequence, just as he will have a 
temperamentakreassurance because of it. Optimism, on the other hand, 
has acted to wfeck many because of unpreparedness. As a whole, perhaps, 
it is just a little better to meet your fellow man on guspicion and be warmed 
to the soul by finding him all that you could have wished than !t is to give 
him unlimited eredit for all the virtues and then suffer heart sickness be- 
cause he disappoints you. 

In all time man has learned the lessons of eternal truth only by the 
hard knocks of experience. The few have learned the truth and have 
preached it. The uncounted millions of men always have suffered the iils 
that come of the lack of knowledge. Probably this always will be so. 
Today, for instance, the world is in a mood to study the aspects of a costly 
war and the framing of a more or less unwilling peace. The reformer has 
been heard against war and he has had more than his usual number of 
hearers. “‘ How to end all war for all time” is a theme that has been 
engaging theorists, economists, and humanitarians for a year or more. 
Under present conditions of civilization the remedy is simple beyond belief:

Receipts of wheat at the primary points * 


during the week footed up to 7.726.000 bu, 
compared with 7.534.000 bu the week be- 
fore and 7.667.000 bu last‘year. Shipments 
were 8.884.000 bu, compared with 4,018,000 
bu last year. Receipts of corn at the same 
points were 2.267.000 bu, compared with 
9 497.000 bu the week before and 1,730000 
bu last year. and shipments were 2,698,000 
bu against 1.732.000 bu last year. 

Shipping demand for coarse grains was ac- 
tive, considering the usual let up on Sat- 
urday. Sales of corn were 185,000 bu, 
oats 875.000 bu, and of barley 100,000 bu. 
One local tracer, with gocd sources of in- 
formaticn. puts the Friday sales of feed bar- 
fey at 1,100,000 bu, most of it for export, and 
for the week at over 1,500,000 bu. The sea- 
board reported 120,000 bu corn, 400,000 bu 
oats, and 250,000 bu barley sold abroad yes- 
terday. 

Local demand for cash wheat was better, 
and sales of 105.000 bu were repcrted, in- 
cluding 75.000 bu No. 2 red at %c over De- 
cember in store for shipment, 15,000 bu hard 
wheat to local milis, and 15,000 bu spring to 
local mills. Prices on the tables showed no 
change relative to the futures, No. 2 red. 
881%44@S88%c. Minneapolis said mills were hold- 
ing off awaiting the big “fonday run, but 
receipts were not going begging. elevators

While it is early for general and accurate 
husking returns on corn, reports received 
yesterday from sections of this state and 
Lowa indicated a disappointing outturn 
There were claims that cn one of the west- 
ern reads in this state the average yield 
would’ not be over 35 bu to the acre or no 
larger than a year ago. In other secticns of 
{Ilincis reports are more flattering. ‘“‘ From 
Fairbury to Springfield,”’ said a grain man 
who has been over this terrigry lately. 
“returns s0 far indicate a yield of from 
10 to 60 bu per acre. There area lot of farms 
where the yield will be 80 bu, and I know 
of one man who raised'1,500 bu on a 16 acre 
patch. The yield, however, is not as large 
as might have been expected from the 
growth of stalks. which was ,the largest I 
have ever known. Active husking operations 
have been renewed with the return of good 
weather.” 

Estimates as to the amount of wheat mar- 
keted in the northwest vary from 25 to 60 
per cent of the crep. There have been sev- 
eral messages from Minneapclis claiming

Evil Spell Seems to Be Over the Land. 

This region, where nature shows everywhere curiously 
misshapen, looks as if some evil spell had been cast 
over it, cruelty seems laid bare to the core and growth 
and renewal are brought to a standstill.

It will wake 
the deepest sleeper as it gradually approaches, with inter- 
vals of horrid, active silence between, till it stops abruptly, 
announcing that the lion has killed.

My Swahili and I were 
left in the unenviable position of being alone in the middle 
of an uninhabited plain, a good hour from camp, witno at 
least half a dozen lions following us, and our only weapon 
of defense was my white umbrella! Devoutly hoping the 
lions would prefer the gunbearers to us, we set off at a 
good fast gallop. I was trying to keep one eye on our road, 
as we were quite off the track and might have fallen into 
anything, and the other on the lions, when an exclamation 
from my attendant and a loud snorting and stamping in 
front brought me much back to my pony’s nose, under 
which a large and angry rhinoceros had just arisen. It 
was startling for us all, and certainly under the circum- 
stances the rhino was quite superfluous. Fortunately, 
however, he must have got wind of the lions, and, think- 
ing we were of the party, flew past us and on to them. 
Whether he was as much of a surprise to them as he 
was to us I cannot say; we did not wait to see, but set 
off again, not stopping until we were within sight of

Meanwhile, Mrs. Hinde’s consort was having an un- 
pleasant quarter of an hour. Quiet’y waiting for her to 
get well out of cae he was just thinking of turning nis 
attention to the lions, when a rhincceros appeared at the 
exact point where his wife aad disappeared. The animal 
certainly arrived most hurriedly and, looking as if he had 
been doing things he should not, paused and remained 
just between the husband and the road his wife had 
taken. The man could neither fire nor approach the beast 
for fear of driving it back on Mrs. Hinde. So ne was com- 
pelled to wait until the full time for her return to camp 
had passed when he posted thither at full speed and ar- 
rived just as she was beginning to realize that she had 
had a rather marvelous escape. 

It is unusual to have personal cognizance of being 
stalked by lions as in tne event of the stalk being success- 
ful, which is generally the case, the person interested is 
hardly in a position to describe or probably even to know 
of it. Mrs. Hinde was singularly fortunate in experiencing 
two unsuccessful lion rtalks.

Stalked by a Man Eater. 


‘This time,” says she, ‘“‘ we were much nearer civili- 
zation, at a distance of only 20 miles from a railway, but 
lions are ne respecters of empire making and on more than 
one occasion have impeded its advance. On a day waich 
became unpleasantly hot we started out to inspect a road. 
We arrived fairly early, and@ having disposed of business, 
and being in need of meat, we cut across the plains to 
where a herd of gazelle was grazing. As the heat was op- 
pressive I decided to sit down by the road and wait until 
my husband had bagged his animal. Before Many mo- 
ments had passed the six negro attendants I had with 
me were snoring happily and I was not very wide awake. 
My pony had been turned loose and was grazing just be- 
hind us and away from the road. The entire assembly 
must have been in a state of unconsciousness for some 
time when I suddenly jumped into wakefulness, for I 
heard the grunting of a lion that was almost upon us. 
Every one was up in a moment, though the men persisted 
that it was one of themselves snoring. The grass was long 
and nothing could be seen. I began tu think I had been 
dreaming when, distinct and unmistakable, came another 
grunt. 

‘* All the men were on the alert this time and no one 
claimed the noise, still we could see nothing. I had a 
brilliant inspiration; I caugnt my pony and jumped on to 
his back, from which elevation it was possible to see rigat 
over the grass, There, sure enough, not ten yards away, 
was a large lion, sitting up like a cat and watching us. 

‘As we saw one another ne dropped; lions will drop 
like this in the grass and remain quite hidden in a manner 
that enables them to move off without being visible. My 
husband was returning so we were able to give cnase at 
once. We saw nothing further till we had gone about a 
quarter of a mile when on the other side of a small dry 
river bed, we caught sight of eight lions. They almost 
immediately disappeared into a patch of thick reeds on 
the edge of a swamp. How long they had been taking 
stock of us it is impossible to say; and why, as taey evi- 
dently meant business, they did not take one of the men, 
the pony or myself, is to this aay an unsolved mystery.” 

Within a few months of this first stalk Mrs. Hinde ex- 
perienced her second in a quite different district. But, 
as she observes, events of this description are of such 
common occurrence in Africa that daily occupations suffer 
more through excess of incident than from monotony of 
soutine. 
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ROF. OTTO VON STOCKSLAGER, the dis- 
tinguished Belgian explorer and adventurer, 
whose recent gift to the museum of hig 
native town, Herenthals, attracted much 
attention in Wurope, nas announced the dis- 
covery of one of the strangest races of 
mankind—a race of amphibians.

Makes Friends of Fish Folk. 


That was the beginning of the strange friendship be- 
tween Von Stockslager and the fish folk. They never 
seemed to like Horix, and they hated the blacks, but they 
appeared to have an intense admiration for and trust in 
the big blond Belgian scientist. Some of them, evidently 
the head men of the tribe, consented to come ashore and 
eat with him at the camp. 

It was on that day the first good opportunity to ex- 
amine these queer specimens of humanity was had. The 
following extract from Von Stockslager’s diary describes 
them: 

“They are undoubtedly Ethiopian, but bleached and 
shriveled from living in the water. The burn of the sun 
has turned them a reddish brown, which convinces me 
that the black pigment partially has been destroyed and 
that their color, which is like chalk showing under or 
through. brown, is from generations of exposure. The 
hair is hay colored and extremely scarce. Part of the

Their arms, 
necks, backs, and shoulders are powerfully developed, 
while the digestive organs are small and apparently weak, 
the stomach giving a pouched appearance to them. ~The 
‘legs are diminutive, shriveled, and, perhaps, are digap. 
pearing generation after generation. 

“ The: eyes are the most peculiar feature. They are 
glassy, and the lids are hairless. From what I under. 
stand they see better under water, at depths of from two 
to ten feet, than in the open air, where they are blinded 
by the glare of the sun., Their excursions on land are 
mainly at night and they remain sleeping in the water in 
shaded spots during the day, leunting food at night.

Finger Nails Are Fish Spears. 

“The nail of the index finger of each hand is long 
solid as a bone, round, end running to e sharp point. The 
first finger nail of each hand is sharpened at the end and 
curved. Evidently it is with these that they capture fish, 
which form their chief staple of diet. 

“These people can stay under water for remarkable 
lengths of time. I have seen one remain under water 
thirteen minutes without inconvenience. 

‘They live really in the water. They sleep floating 
on the water, eat fish in the raw state, and apparently 
know nothing of fire or cooking. They have killed ay 
the dangerous fish and reptiles in the lake, and appar- 
ently guard the water carefully. 

“There were 280—perhaps « few more—members of the 
tribe, living in two colonies. The children are born on 
rush or reed mats, floating on the water. We had the good 
fortune to see a*mother with a baby two weeks old dis- 
porting in the water. The mother was towing the young- 
ster, who seemed to take to the water naturally, al- 
though its eyes were scarcely opeii.’ 

The study of the strange tribe continued for months, 
Prof. Von Stockslager refusing to leave the lake. He 
swam with the people of the lake, once being near death 
by drowning. He discovered that the language of these 
fish folk consists of about 120 distinct sounds, each 
with a separate meaning. Ten of these words, he de- 
clares, are distinct forms of the Bakuma words. The 
enunciation of the fish folk is distinct, but odd, the 
nose being used greatly in making the words, while others 
are deep chest sounds, uttered explosively, ‘as if expelling 
water.

“After a change has been effected, there is necessity 
for further effort until. the habit is constitutional—that is, 
Until the habit of nutrition faxes the modification. This 

Portant phase of habit answers the question so often - 
asked by those seeking physical improvement: ‘Must I 
always keep up this same effort?’ People often get dis- 
‘oufaged in the attempt to reduce their flesh. They work 

usly taxing their will and nervous power to the limit 
for a time, but go rignt back as soon as they relax their 
fort. They do not understand the difference between 
the method of securing a temporary and a constitutional 

. Even after a stable point is reached in the new 
habit, there must always be guarded care against recur- 
Mee of an old habit or conquered condition. 
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Habit May Overcome Consumption. 


“Let us. consider the application of the phenomena of 
to the overcoming of consumption. There is no part 
the body that responds to effort to improve like the 
tissue. The redundant size of the lungs, the seden- 
life, ienorance of breathing, and liability of disused 
to attack, make the disease a constantly increas- 
menace to the race. 
I believe the time to begin fighting it is early in life. 
The teaching of children fully to inflate and stretch and 
Out the lungs is more important than requiring 
== to wash their faces and comb their hair. It is a 
More important factor in innerent cleanliness and 


bodily vitality. But the habituaticn to correct breathing 
being a universally neglected educational factor, when one 
is attacked it is an encouraging fact that out door life 
and wholesome diet are now generally recognized as the 
great remedial agents. But it is strange how little em- 
phasis is laid on the habit of breathing as a part of the 
prescription. If the patient refuses to eat there is great 
alarm, but it is taken for granted that if surrounded by 
good air, he will get all that its necessary. If a great pro- 
portion of effort was directed to this phase of the trouble, 
tnere would be a much greater percentage of recovery. 

“Once attacked with this trouble, there must ke con- 
stant effort until the mertia is overcome and mastered. 
It seems impossible sometimes to make any impression 
with the greatest possible effort. Here is where faith in 
results counts. A constant consideration of symptoms 
and discouraging signs from day to day is like giving up 
the care of a sickly plant because you cannot see it grow 
each instant. Physical deterioration is often slow and im- 
perceptible, covering a period of years. Recuperation is 
the same, and when started on the right road, the system 
must-.be held to tae new standard until the habit has be- 
come established so the lungs take care of themselves and 
then guard against recurrence.

Health Only Maiter of Habit. 


‘‘Considered broadly, health and invalidism are bodily 
habits. The habit of health once thoroughly established 
and confirmed, the system withstands an immense amount 
o: hard usage without deviating from the normal, while 
the habit of invalidism thoroughly confirmed keeps on 
its course, without any good physiological reason and un- 
der conditions favoraole to health. 

“The process of hardening is but the fixing of constl- 
tutional condition.

Both are ruled by the same motive of presenting an 
agreeable appearance; willingly and joyously the man and 
woman dandy of each suffer every torment of the reigning 
mode in the cut of their garment and the outlines of their 
figure, thinking thereby to identify himself with the height 
of elegance and never dreaming how ultra old fashioned. 
how primitively childish he thus shows himself.”’

Civilization Never Free from Barbarism. 


e, There are few things, according to the professor’s argu- 
ment, which seem to have changed so much and whicu have 
changed so little as ornaments in the course of the growth of 
culture. Civilization never has succeeded in freeing itself 
from the decorative forms which strike us most strangely 
and most unpleasantly in primitive men. On the contrary, 
scars, the rudest form of barbarous ornament, are worn with 
pride at the heart of modern culture and are regarded with 
corresponding admiration. While the modern world’s higher 
ranks honor Australian scarification, the lower ranks, after 
the example of the bushmen, delight in tattooing. 

This custom is far more general among civilized peoples 
than is supposed. 

‘‘We have indeed renounced lip plugs and nose sticks; 
but even our cultivated women do not hesitate to wear ear- 
rings, which are no less barbaric. Civilized rouging corre- 
spends to certain kinds ef primitive painting. Our tufts. pen- 
dents, diadems, necklaces, bracelets, girdles, all these ferms 
have been seen among the primitive tribes. The difference 
between a gold meunted bead necklace frem Venice and a 
leathern toeth collar from Australia lies not se much in the 
form as in the material and the workmanship. And the latter 
appears the richer when the scanty civilization in which it 
developed is considercd 

“* Vanity,’ avows the anthropologist of the fatherland. ‘ be- 
longs to reot human nature.’ 

Primitive man attaches to his body all the ornaments he 


can get and adorns all the parts of his body that cam carr) 
ornament; these are those that recede above expansions of 
the muscles and bones, capable of sustaining 4 load, and 
are the forehead and the temples with the bones projecting 
beneath them, and the subsidiary supports of the er mus- 
cles; the neck with the prominent supports of the shoulders. 
the loins with the projecting hips, on the legs, the region over 
the ankle, and on the arms, beside the wrist, the upper arm 
with its swelling muscle, and in smaller measure, the fingers. 
These places are chosen not because of any artistic concep- 
tion of the body and its points of advantage but because 
they have the capacity of carrying the load. 

The neck, being the most convenient bearer of obanbeniie 
tion on the human body, has always worn the richest decora- 
tion. Sometimes, too, it carries the single primitive piece of 
clothing; and hence that peculiar relation which exists in 
lowest grades of civilization between clothing and ornament 
never presents itself so clearly as when neck ornaments are 
considered.

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Most Envied Young Women in World. 

The particular duties, privileges, and perquisites 
which belong to a maid of honor are probably the least 
understood of any of the positions held by the shining 
lights around royalty. So great are the glamour and 
prestige which the position gathers about it that the 
four pretty incumbents who occupy it are probably the 
most envied of any young women in the world. 

Besides the Hon. Mary Dyke and Violet Vivian, the 
Hon. Dorothy Vivian, her twin sister, and the Hon. Sylvia 
Edwards have been among the four lucky ones, and now 
that two of them are married, there nas been a flutter 
to find out who would be chosen to take their places. Al- 
ready the Hon. Beryl Dawnay, who is considered one of 
the prettiest girls in England, has been installed. ‘‘ The 
Hon.,”” by the way, is a title which is always assumed by 
a maid of honor, no mattter wheter it is hereditary or 
not. This and the fact that the position is a great site 
for matrimonial prospecting are in themselves two great 
drawing cards of the place, in addition to the money per- 
quisites.

But her jokes ‘did not save Miss Dorothy, or the Hon.

poverished. Not only ts the salary, which frequently is 
a godsend, taken into -ccount, but the fact that the young 
women nearly always make brilliant matches makes this 
place something that is considered well worth training for.

She 
also likes to have a fappy family of young people 
around her, and she selected the two young Vivian sisters 
from a family who had been among her most loyal friends. 

These twins are tall, slender girls, with dark hair and 
eyes, and are considered at least tne most beautiful sis- 
ters if not the most beautiful girls in England. They are 
24, and know how to dress to perfection and make them- 
selves generally popular in spite of thei: severe education 
and training. The queen is especially fond of taem on 
account of their nappy hearts and happy spirits, and, if 
anything, her favorite is tne Hon. Mrs. Haig, who is keen- 
ly witty and who entertains her with her pranks and jokes.

The Hon. Sylvia Edwardes is the queen’s youngest 
maid of honor, having been appointed by Queen Victoria, 
strange to say, when she was only 17; which was an un- 
precedented act on the then queen’s part. She is nighly 
aceomplHshed and speaks French remarkably well, having 
spent her girlhood in France, and she is an excellent musi- 
cian. j

Read Aloud to the Queen. 


One of the duties which devolves on the maids is that 
of reading aloud in various languages any book or any 
paper in which the queen may happen to be interested. 
This requires a special training, as she must in any case 
be a good reader, and, in the case of Alexandra, it is es- 
pecially hard, on account of her deafness. In fact, the 
Hon. Dorothy is the only one who reads aloud to 
the exact satisfaction of hér majesty, as she succeeds 
in making her hear without reminding her of her deafness. 

The maids have visiting the poor among their daily 
duties, as the queen fs intensely interested in the schools 
and hospitals which she has under her especial patronage, 
and she not only always has one of her maids in at- 
tendance when she goes herself, but when she is not able 
to go the duty of taking jer place devolves upon one or 
more of them. The queen is especially proud of her 
schools, both elemental and technical. For the sake of 
teaching the queen herself and her maids have learned 
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some of the branches which are taught there, such as 
spinning, poker work, wood carving, and art work.

Maids of honor také their meals with the other la- 
dies and gentlemen of the household unless specially 
requested to join the royal family for luncheon or din- 
ner. Just previous to dinner it is the office of the maid 
of honor to lay the special bouquet at her majesty’s 
right hand upon the dining table. 

After dinner the “ ladies”’ are present in the draw- 
ing room, ready, if called upon, to play or sing or join 
in any family amusement or to be in immediate at- 
tendance should presentations be made of visitors who 
have not dined at the royal table. Theoretically, they 
are not actually free from duty until the queen retires 
for the night, which is anywhere from 11 to 12 or half 
past. This rule was always in force during the life of 
Queen Victoria, but Alexandra, with her usual thought- 
fulness, has planned to keep only part of the maids on 
duty at once, and often those who are not appointed to 
especial attendance will drive to Buckingham palace 
and if there is no official function at which they are 
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wanted in attendance they are sent home to do what- 
ever they please for the day. 

The official duties of the maids are to be present 
at all public affairs. At every drawing room they walk 
in a procession to the throneroom, preceded by the 
mistress of the robes, who, by the way, is supposed to 
be in authority over the maids, a tradition that dates 
from the day of corrupt courts and royal intrigues. 
Once in the throneroom they stand back of their royal 
mistress and near her during the ceremony. They sit 
in the same way back of her and the princesses at all 
the state concerts: At state balls they stand near her 
and relieve her if necessary of her flowers or fan, or 
help her with her wrap or coat. Whenever there is a 
drive to be taken to a public affair or ceremony the 
four maids occupy the carriage in front of her majesty, 
and if the court is changing residence for a time the 
maids are supposed to accompany her in the same order 
in driving to railroad stations. At all bestowing of 
badges and granting of medals the galaxy of maids is 
also expected to be present. «a

HERE can be no

Was a genius. 

They began telling him that when he 

was even at that early stage of his ca- 
reer when his genius began to manifest Itself 
in scrawling verses on his composition paper 
in school, His folks at home found the 
verses, took themy to the editor of the local 
paper, and from that day Adair’s doom was 
sealed, 

He was labeled “ Genius,” and when once 
so labeled no man escapes the brand. The 
editor printed the verses because Adair’s 
uncle ran the largest dry goods store in town,

He had a style about 
his work that made it popular without cheap- 
ening it in quality, and his prospects grew 
brighter day by day. He sold one or two 
stories to the magazines, and a female maga- 
gine reviewer swelled his nead most shame- 
fully by comparing his work with the early 
efforts of Kipling. 

His friends discussed him, and waited and 
hoped for the day when “ Old Adair” should 
come before the public with a book. “ He'll 
show ‘em what real writing is when he gets 


started,” they eald. 
After awhile they be- 
gan to say: “ Don't 
you think Old Adair loafs a little too much?” 
A year later they were telling each other 
what a foo] Adair was for wasting his 
chances. He had everything before him, he 
had the goods, all that was necessary was for 
him to put them on the market.

Making of Frankfurter an Art. 

The making of the frankfurter is an art in 
Itself, As they give the recipe in the quaint 
old city on the Main, the composition of the 
sausage is an exact two-thirds of pork and 
a third of beef. For the wiener this propor- 
tion Is directly reversed, the beef there pre- 
dominating, And yet, in America, the prices 
for the American brands remain the same for 
both sorts ef sausage, roughly 10 cents the 
pound to the wholesaler, and two pounds for 
a quarter to the retailer. The consumer 
then gets the ‘imported’ frankfurter at 16 
cents the pound, unless, as we said, he goes to 
the delicatessen establishment, where they 
sel] six sausages at half a doilar. 

In the German towns the sausage is still 
largely made by hand, but in the great 
American cities the work is done American- 
wise. Not less than a théusand pounds its 
made at a time—and ..at means a day—by the 
great municipal sausagemakers, and a city 
the size of Cincinnati, where there is a goodly 
German population, will consume probably 
10,000 pounds a day. What amount Chicago 
consumes it is difficult to estimate. 

The meat for the sausage is stuffed into 
the cases by steam pressure, being fed into 
each by means of a hydrantlike nozzle, lead- 
ing off from a mass of perhaps 100 pounds of 
chopped meat. Frankfurters are stuffed in 
hog casings; other sausages, notably wieners, 
require sheep. After filling one man rounds 
off the little sausages, and he becomes expert 
at his work, so that he can turn out the 100 
pounds in less than a quarter of an hour. 

Then;the sausage is ready for the consumer.

Science of Steaming Sausage. 

In the delightful summer gardens—the beer 
gardens—along the Main at Frankfort they 
have the science of preparing the sausage 
down fine. 

“It must steam six minutes, or maybe 
seven; no more,” say the cooks, and then, 
with the beer, bottled or in the mugs or in 
glasses, probably, with a little horseradish 
on the edge of the plate and a piece of black 
bread, minus butter—for that is an extrava- 
gance in Gerthany—the Frankforters eat the 
‘wurst’ that made their city renowned.

From the far end of the room I heard 
an unaccustomed sound, and turning I saw 
the forewoman, who had dropped into a chair 
at the forget-me-not table, her face buried in 
her arms, and sobbing like a child. It was the 
signal that:her cruel duty: was done, that the 
layoff sentence had been pronounced, that 
the work for the day and for the séason was 
over, and thet it vee “ne to say gupd-by.”” 


Brutalizing Conditions’ in Laundry. 

The next place was a laundry, a return to 
conditions even lower and more brutalizing 
than the firat factory. Here is a picture 
that serves to illustrate one phase of this 
life: “ She replied with a laugh, and, flinging 
back the sleeve of her kimono, thrust out the 
stump of a wrist. At my exclamation of 
horror she grinned. ‘Why ,tat’s nothing 
in this here business,’ she said.) ‘It hap- 
pens every wunst in awhile, when you was 
running the mangles and was tired. That's 
the way it was with me. I was clean done 
out one Saturday night, and I jist couldn't 
see no more; and the first thing I know— 
wo-o-ow! and that hand went right straight 
clean imte the rollers. And I was jist tired, 
that’s afl. I didn’t have nothing to drink all 
that day excepting pop, but the boss he 
swore I was drunk, and he made the fore- 
man swear the same thing, so I didn’t try to 
get no damages. They sent mé to the horspi- 
tal, and they offered me my old job back 
again; but I jist got up my spunk and says 
if they can’t pay me no damages, and goes 
and sweara I was drunk when I didn’t have °

These are only afewof the striking things 
In a dozen ways it shows the 
other hardship of a working girl’s life alone 
in a large city—the.temptatipns to which she 
is subjected on every hand and to which 
she falls in appalling and heart breaking 
numbers. It is a good book. It would bea 
noteworthy and intelligent piece of charity 
for some philanthropically inclined million- 
aire to purchase it by the thousands and send 
it into the country, to girls who have listened 
to the song of *‘ the fine time you can have 
working in the city.”

All my life I had had dreams of presiding 
over a large boarding house upon the scale 
of a small hotel, and when I was left with my 
little girl I made a small beginning in a littie 
house. I was doing nicely with a few board- 
ers when I had an opportunity to get a large 
house for an extremely low rent. It was. 
light, pleasant, surrounded by a large yard 
and garden, and unlike the most of such old 
houses it had rapid transit, steam heat, hard- 
wood floors,.and new plumbing, with bath- 

oms up and down stairs. I got this house 

to $60 for the first year, the lease calling for 
= brente rent for the second and third. I 
had no difficulty in getting the promise of 
boarders, for not only those I had wanted 
to go with me, but there were several young 
married couples ~— wer to come. 


Buys on en cakitincios Plan. 

I had $300 with which to start, but the little 
furniture that I had wa; such a mere speck 
in the house that this sum was only a begin- 
ning. I made up my mind that I was going 
to cater-to a good class of people and run a 
first class place, and as I felt that I saw 
my way clearly I proceeded to fit it up nicely, 
I paid cash for my table and bed linen and 
towels to the amount of $100. I paid a de- 
posit of $60 on my rugs and furniture, which 
amounted to $900. I did not intend it to reach 
such a sum as this, but there were reasons 
which I will come to later. Although. the 
things were a good deal higher than at cash 
prices, the installments were small, as I 
had to pay only $40 a month, which I felt 
would let me out with ease in the three years’ 
time. 

I worked myself pretty nearly to death in 
getting into the house, but when it was set- 
tled it was in beautiful shape, with pretty 
furniture and good beds in each room, with 
curtains, rugs, hangings, and even counter- 
panes which harmonized in color and with 
a desk, pretty table, and easy chairs 
in most of the rooms, I had also a beautiful 
dining room, which I had converted from a 
forty foot parlor, and fnto this I put small 
tables.

Politics Does Not Pay 
By E.S. Hunter. 


NE office with another, the political , 
pay in entering these fields as compared with 


field ig without profit, or else without 

honor. You may dispute theassertion 

at a first glance, but when you have 

done so look around you for the man 
who has made even a comfortable bank ac- 
count for ‘his old age out of it while yet re- 
taining the respect of the best elements in 
society. 

“TI cannot afford to leave my business for 

political office,” is one of the old assevera- 
tions of the business man not only in the 
citles but even in rural communities. A type 
of citizen with the spirit of reform somewhere 
in his makeup has been busy contesting this 
example of the business man who out of 
his selfishness appears to him to be putting 
business before his patriotism, denying that 
he is his brother's keeper in any sense of 
community responsibility. 
* “How are we ever to have a business ad- 
ministration if the business man is to deny 
us his business experience and acumen in the 
conduct of our political institutions?’ asks 
this student type of political economy. 

This question is asked in Chicago, for in- 
stance, where a traveling shoe salesman 
occasionally makes $10,000 to $15,000 a year, 
but where the mayoralty itself pays only 
$10,000, and where, until the last few years, 
the highest judgeships had salaries of only 
$7,000 attached. In the commercial salaried 
positions, too, the exigencies of business, 
only, are to be met and overcome, while 
in the political scramble no man knows what 
compromises he may have to make in an 
office term eimply that he may have a 
chance to be reélected for a second time.

Americans * Out for the Coin.” 

Ordinarily it is considered in the United 
States that a man is in a business or a 
profession largely because of the money that 
is in it. He is supposed to have passed the 
sentimental stage of his existence with the 
delivery of his graduating thesis and to 
have accepted the philosophy vf hard work 
and many dollars. If this is to be the goal 
held up to the generations, it is self-evident 
that politics has nothing to offer the young 
man who seeks to break into it. 

The highest salary paid for a political 
office in this country is the president's $60,- 
000 annually, and this is conceded for the 
most part to be just half what it should be. 
By the conditions of that office under the 
present régime, no man could draw more 
than the $400,000 for the double term that 
tradition has established as the Iimit, and, 
drawing it, he would be able to save little 
for his old age. In the last generation there 
have been two charges against two presi- 
dents preferred by the opposition public, at 
least—against one that he saved the $200,000 
of his four year term, and against the other 
that he left his office with wealth that was 
not easily accounted for offhand. 

Aside from the office of the vice president 
of the United States, there is not another 
office under the federal government that 
would have a salary incentive for the mayor 
of Chicago. The chief justice of the Supreme 
court has $10,500 a year; the associates have 
$10,000 each; the cabinet officers have $8,000 
only, while the interstate commerce commis- 
sionersa receive §7,500 each. In the national 
legislature the $5,000 salary Mm the two 
houses is inconsiderable. 

In view of the fact that for the strictly 
political positions under the federal gov- 
ernment the candidate for the elective office 
will need to spend both money and time, it 


scarcely needs be asserted that there is no 


the positions which are open to a man in 


professional, mercantile, and commercial! life. 


The prominent lawyer or physician who does 
not make more than $25,000 a year is not 
expending his talents to the best business 
advantage. A traveling salesman may av- 
erage $10,000 to $15,000 a year if he be at 
the top of his opportunities, while in the com- 
mercial and industrial world the man who 
has given the time and effort which success- 
ful politics requirés may have almost any- 
thing from his business. 
* a 
States Have Nothing to Offer. 
State governments have comparatively 
nothing in money rewards for the politician, 
provided he doeg not violate his position in 
the acquirement of G@ishonest money. New 
York, Pennsylvania, and New Jersey pay 
$10,000 \a year to their governors, but they 
are exceptions; only two other states pay as 


+ much as $8,000, while some of the New Eng- 


land states do mot pay their governors the 
salaries of good bookkeepers. 

When the salary of the president of the 
United States is compared with the salaries 
of some of the presidents of the great rall- 
roads and industrial corpdrations, even his 
$50,000 is an ordinary income; in at least one 
instance the salary paid a railroad president 
a few years ago was $75,000 a year. Con- 
sidering the salaries of public officials in 
this manner, some students of economy have 
geen in the meager sums set aside a tempta- 
tion to use office for piecing out the insuffl- 
ciencies of his political income. 

“Pay more salary and exact a higher code 
of ethice’’ has been the clamor of a certain 
reform element, but it still remains that to 
increase the salary of a public official any- 
where up and down the line of poseibilities 
is hard to do and at the imminent risk of the 
party in power which arranges for the deal. 
“Salary grab” has been a potent warning 
for a generation almost, and there are few 
men in still fewer parties who cafe personally 
to line up for the charge.

Little Incentive to Enter Politics. 


Comparing thé salary of the public official 
with the income of men of proportionate cali- 
ber and effectiveness in other walks of life 
one may see the distinct reason frem the bus! 
ness man’s point of view why he should not 
care for a public career in politics A well 
known political writer in New York has {n- 
dicated also why the public may not expect 
great results at once from the possible busi- 
ness man of the future when he shall have 
been won over to the full exercise of his citl- 
genship as elected, no less than elector. 

“So far as the chureh goes,” he writes, 
“the public ts keenly aware of the fact that 
ehurch connection is no guaranty of scru- 
pulousness in either business or politics. 
Even apparently sincere religiousness seems 
often to be separated from the ethics of the 
case in some of our capitalists and managers 
of corporations, as in the case of the pietistic 
colo®ed brothers who appropriates a chicken 
on his way home from a vociferous revival 
meeting.”’

‘To one girl I handed back $5 
to_ get her to go, without trouble, The house 
wad well fitted with chandeliers and the gas 
bills were simply enormous. The women 
would leave the gas burning and go out in 
the evening and some of my rooms averaged 
at least $3 a week. I had one girl who had to 
have her meals sent up to her Sundays, and 
her breakfasts week days. 


And then there were the servants, IThada . 


French waitress, a green German housegirl, 
and a Swedish cook, who was both a good 
cook and economical. To offset this she had 
the disadvantage of being 65 years old, cross 
and stubborn, and not understanding a word 
of English, This was where the count came 
in. He could understand her and he took the 
job of interpreter. Finally he began to take 
a great deal of the responsibility on:his 
shoulders. By this time he had failen way 
behind in his board, but he was heipful and 
did not make trouble or encroach, and he kept 
making promises ‘which sounded plausible.

Lightning Adding Easy When You Learn How. 


By J. Malcom Stewart. 


HERE are several ways of proving ad- 
ditio There are special modes of 
proof of elementary operations, such 
as casting out the threes or nines, or 
by changing the order of the operation 

by adding upward and then downward. : 
These are all good, but if you wi.. study 
the following method and learn it thoroughly, 
you never will have any trouble in proving 
addition. This method has been sold exten- 
sively to bookkeepers, and has always been 
kept secret by its inventor, he in turn en- 
joining secrecy on all to whom it was im- 
parted; but we will give you not only the 
original process but various important im- 
provements we think we have made, 
ILLUSTRATION NO. 1.

PROCESS—Add the figures in each line to- 
gether, and keep adding the result until it 
is reduced to a single figure. In the example 
the sum of the figures in the first line is 18, 
and their sum 9. Proceed in this way with 
all the lines, and then add the new column, 
When that is done add the figures in the an- 
swer together the way you added the indil- 
vidual lines, reducing the first product toa 
single figure as usual. Now add together the 
figures in the answer to the column, the foot- 
ing of which is to be proved, when if your 
footings and reductions are correct you will 
get the same residuary figure in both places. 
In the above example the footing of the new 
column is 52, which added together again 
gives 7; and the footing of the column to be 
proved, when added, gives a result of 25: 
which on being added a second time giv es 
the same figure7. This absolutely proves the 

correctness of the operation. 


* * 
Second Proof of Addition. 

It is only necessary to put down the final 
figures in making this proof, and they can be 
set down on a piece of waste paper. We will 
give you another illustration of this rule and 
only use the final figures. Then we will give 
you the facts we have discovered in regard 
to the further development of the process. 
which you will no doubt find curious and 
interesting. What I have found true of this 
rule I also have found true of many others; 
that is to say, they are all or nearly all 
capable of being expanded, some of them to 
a remarkable degree. Never give up any 
investigation you may {fnstitute into the 
problems of mathematics. No one knowe or 
ever will know al! the possibilities of the 
science.

The total 
footing of the larger column added together 
also makes 15, which added again makes 6, 
and the same thing is true of the footing of 
the smaller or new column, showing the foot- 
ing of the whole to be correct.

Some Discoveries in Figures. 
I will explain some interesting discoveries 
Z have made regarding the foregoing rule, 


{In the first place, it Is not necessary to put 
down the footing of each line separately. In 
fact, you can condense the operation materi- 
ally by footing as mary lines as you see fit, 
at once. The rule will work just the same 
if you continue your footing through all the 
lines without stopping, ahd then condense 
the total. In the first of ihe illustrations 
under this head the entire sum of the figures 
is 124, and In the second example the total is 
177. You will see at a glance that these 
sums, condensed, give the correct key figure 
in both instances. 

In adding all the figures together you can 
make the operation easier by condensing 
the product as far as you have obtained it. 
This you can do at any time or on any figure, 
at the beginning, middle, or end of any line, 
thus: In illustration number 2, add the first 
four lines, you will find that they add 57 
which condensed is 8; then add the next 
four lines adding in the 3 you got by conden- 


sation, this will give you a second total of . 


56, which reduced gives 2; ther ‘-dd to the 
bottom and when you reduce the total foot- 
ing obtained in this way you will again have 
the correct key figure; 69—15—6. These are 
some of the queer things we discovered anent 
this rule. It may be capable of further de- 
velopment. Try It.

The last method probably Is the best one 
for the average accountant to follow. You 
can stop anywhere, and it is best to ddso 
on some easily reducible figure or figures. 
Once learned, the operation is not nearly as 
tiresome as going over the footing a second 
time and has the additional advantage of 
proving the absolute correctness of the work.

Don’t Carry Footings Forward. 

There are other matters of importance in 
connection with theart of addition. In cases 
where there are a large number of pages to 
be footed, don’t carry footings forward from 
one page to another, but foot each page sep- 
arately, and when you get through make 
what is.called in business circles a recapitula- 
tion. Put down on the last page the amount 
of the footing of each previous page in its 
regular order, and then foot the whole thing. 
in this way you will gain a great advantage 
over the other. All mistakes can be corrected 
readily, as they affect the page on which they 
occur only, and don’t have to be corrected 
through to the end, as in the case when you 
carry forward, and the chances of making 
large errors are greatly decreased, most large 
errors In footing having to do with the carry- 
ing forward. You can also foot three times 
as fast this way and have no worry. This 
advice you will find advisable to follow in the 
making of inventortes. 


There is another thing In making an !n- | 


ventory. .Always enter your stock so that 
the figures representing the quantity mul- 
tiplied by the figures representing the 
cost will give the desired result. Never 
Say three dozen at $13.50 per. gross, 
but one-quarter at $13.50. Never say 150 at 
$1.75 per hundred, but 1% at $1.75, or 150 at 
1% cents. It is just as easy to reduce nr 
to their proper shape first as last, 


In making inventories, try to avoid frac- 
tions as much as possible. This makes the 
figuring much easier, and doesn’t make any 
appreciable difference in the result. The 
trouble with many people is that they don’t 
stop to consider what they are doing. You 
will often’sée a man making an inventory 
come to a piece of goods without any mark 
on it, and immediately make a price, not 
caring mutch whether it is exactly right or 
not; or coming across a bunch of stuff that {s 
not measured or counted say: ‘‘ Put itin at 
50 much.” | 

In these instances he seems to have the 
right idea of *‘ taking stock '’ in him, but the 
next minute he will be heatd calling off 
24444 yards of something at 1% cents per 
yard. The best way to handle fractions at 
inventory time is to give and take. When 
the fraction is dropped on dne lot of stuff it 
can be added to the next at the same, or 
nearly the same, price, and the final result 
will be the same, and the labor much less. 


about learning addition. Don’t be afraid. 
Never hesitate. Go right ahead endeavoring 
to increase your speed on every occasion, 
picking the figures out; at first in bunches of 
two, and as you get more familiar with them, 
in groups of three, four, and five. If you do 
this, you will soon be able to laugh at your 
former efforts. Don’t forget the advice 
given you about spelling figures. It would 


be just as proper to read a book that way, so

- How to Learn the Lessons. 

In learning any of these lessons always use 
a pencil and piece of paper, putting down 
each example yourself before trying to work 
® out. You will find this a much better way 
than trying to work them fragn the text.

These lessons are 
easy and valuable; certainly worth a little 
study, and you should make up your mind 
to give them'that if you wish to profit by 
them.

Sleet and snow 
continued incessantly throughout the night. 
It was bitterly cold, and we were tired and 
hungry, but our boat required such constant 
balling out and other work; and there were 
such difficulties in the way of reaching food, 
that taking any was’ out of the question. 
Thus we rode out the night, expecting every 
moment to go: down. 

During the following day matters in no 
way improved. It blew harder than ever. 
Tremendous crossed seas were running, 
which often rendered it impossible to prop- 
erly head them. We were, however, still 
afloat, but shipping a lot of water, and only 
by incessant bailing we got the boat clear 
again. 

Three or four times we were all but rolled 
completely over and half filled, but man- 
aged to right it. 

About 4 p. m. a jagged massof ice fouled 
our sea anchor and cut it adrift, rendering 
the boat even less under control than before. 
Our lives entirely depended on our breasting 
the waves. To attempt to recover the anchor 
was out of the question.

Chance of Life Grows Dim. 

Only once or twice during the second day 
did we get any glimpse of the position of the 
land through the snow and sleet. It was cer- 
tainly growing more and more distant. 

Sleep was out of thequestion. Heavy seas 
constantly washed over us, yet, strange to 
say, especially when on duty in holding the 
boat’s head up to the sea, I experienced the 
greatest difficulty in keeping.awake, notwith- 
standing I knew that we should all go to the 
bottom at once if I failed to do so. Once or 
twice I nearly dropped off in spite of myself. 
Thus we spent yet another night, the gale 
still howling around us with unabated fury. 
The third day dawned, it was blowing as hard 
as ever, but now changed to the north and 
northwest, with incessant snow: The swell 
and the cross seas were high, the latter often 
being tumultuous. The boat had become 
heavy and deficient in buoyancy, and as it 
rolled it shipped water over either gunwale. 

To remedy this as much as possible, and to 
give it more free board, we threw away such 
articles as were heavy and could best.be 
spared. 

Our position was most precarious, not a 
word was spoken, yet every man felt that the 
chance of life was small, and that we were 
in all probability bound for ¢he bottom; and 
the cairn and the record we had left on Cape 
Neale would be the last that would be heard 
of us.

Ashore on Barren Land. 

On the afternoon of the third day to our 
immense relief a lull in the storm occurred, 
the clouds to the northeast lifted some, 
showing the nearest land dimly, about forty 
miles off, and. bearing about north-northeast 
of our position. 

I at once determined to makea run for it, 
and set reefed lug and jib sails. 

Away we went, tearing before the wind; a 
collision with ice would have sent us to the 
bottom, and our vigilance had to be re- 
doubled, but after about seven hours’ sail- 
ing, fairly racing through the water, so that 
hitting fidating ice was a constant danger, 
we approached land, which proved to be Cape 
Grant. 

We succeeded in rounding the northeast 
side, hoping to find it sufficiently protected 
by headland to enable us to get ashore with- 
out swamping the boat. 

Huge masses of ice came thundering in 
with the swell and stove in the boat as we 
ran for the beach, but we succeeded in reach- 
ing the land. All got duckings in landing, 
largely owing to our exhausted condition, for 
some of us could hardly stand. No food, no 
sleep, hard work, and exposure to arctic 
weather for three days, to say nothing of 
anxiety, would try a polar bear. 

When we had had some food we huddled 
together in our wet clothes on the floor of 
our little tent and fell asleep, with the gale, 
which had come on as bad as ever, howling 
outside, and snow falling fast. 

We slept without waking for twelve hours.

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ATHER calculated that it 
was time for me to be doing 
something. He disregarded 
the fact that I had been doing him es- 
pecially, and trying to do nearly every- 

thing else. So, by the time my collar bone,

job as hired hand out on Frank Leslie's farm. 

I was to receive board and lodging, with $1 
& week for spending money. Like most 
other men who have tired of the world and Its 
follies, I was ready to get back to the soil 
and lead the simple life. Besides, $1 a week 
is a fortune when there is no place to spend !t. 
So I became a farmer. 

Charlie Stratton was the other hired man, 
and we bunked together. 

Charlie was a wonderful sleeper. He had 
a combination groan, snore, wheeze, and 
bark that ended with a yell and a vicious 
kick. I believe he was the reincarnation of 
a horse trying to kick the side out of the 
stall. He scored heavily the first night, but 
the second night I fixed him.

The second night I retired with 
a big cart wheel spur strapped to my right 
foot, and every time Charlie launched outa 
vigorous kick I gently roweled him in the 
ribs. That started two fights during the 
night, and we waked Frank up as we fell out 
of bed, and, being up, he thought we might 
as well start to work, so we got an early 
start—3:45, I think it was.

joys of the Farmer Boy. 

First Charlie and I waded down through 
the dewy grass that the poets write about, 
and drove up the seven cows and milked 
them, straining the milk and putting it 
away, Then while I skimmed the milk and 
carried thirty-five gallons up the hill to feed 
to the pigs Charlie went to the barn and 
curried and harnessed the horses and fed 
them. After that we hunted eggs awhile 
and hoed the vegetable garden until 5:30, 
when we sat down to breakfast. 

Hot cornbread and tree molasses, fresh 
butter, um-m-m., 

Frizzled bacon—off our own hogs—um-m-m. 

Think of that, you city broke folks—Think 
of it! 

After breakfast I took old Belle and Selim 

and we went out into the flelds to plow corn 
~—with the sun just beginning to melt the 
cobwebby dew that hung just above the 
grass of the orchard, and the birds reaching 
the final glorious movement of the hymn to 
the morning. 
That was the beginning of the ideal simple 
life. We plowed until 11:30, went in, fed and 
watered the horses, fed the pigs, helped 
Molly churn, ate dinner, and went Into the 
fields again, plowing until 5:80. 

Then we knocked off, ate supper, milked, 
fed the horses, bedded them down for the 
night, and, for recreation, dug a few post- 
holes, fed the pigs, salted the cattle, fed the 
chickens, cut some wood, weeded the vege- 
table garden, and then sat around and dis- 
cussed the tariff. 

We retired at 9—me armed with my cure for 
snoring, and slept until Charlie and I got into 
another fight. 

For recreation Wwe used to seine the creek 
after work was done. Presbyterian doctrines 
told us it was all right to violate any law so 
long as we were sound on Isalah. 

It is great sport to work fifteen hours and 
then swim in deep water, dragging the brail 
of a seventy-five foot seine; nice restful ex- 
ercise, conducive to sleep.

Throwing Around the Paint. 

After the corn was laid by there was a 
space of six days before hay harvest, during 
which time we dug 11,000,000 post holes, and 
I painted the barn. It needed paint. The old 
barn had burned down and the new one was 
135x75, of white pine, and 40 feet to the gable. 
Because of my drug store experience Frank 
thought I ought to be a good painter, so, 
under my directions, he bought one brush, 200 
pounds of red ochre, and 20 gallons of lin- 
seed oil, half boiled, half raw, with a gallon 
of shellac for dryer.

Each farmer supplies three hands and the 
machine moves from farm to farm until ail 
the wheat of the stockholders is thrashed. 
Every housewife prides herself on the meals 
set up for the thrashers, and each tries to out- 
do the other. Seven kinds of meat, five kinds 
of ple, six kinds of cake, twelve preserves, 
fruits, berries, home made bread, milk, cof- 
fee, ice cream, gelatines, and a few other 
things constitute the ordinary meal, and it is 
good form to tell each woman that her dinner 
was the best—but not in the hearing of your 
own wife. 

The finger of scorn that was pointed at the 
Babylonish woman would be complimentary 
compared with what would be said of a 
farmer’s wife who only had fried chicken, 
pork, seven vegetables, coffee, and one kind 
of cake for the thrashers.

ROM every state in the union comes 

the demand for men. The east ap- 

peals to the west, the south to the 

north, and the voices of capital crying 

out for labor crisscross one anotber 

and unite in a tremendous clamoring for 

men-—more men to work in mills, farms, and 

mines. The outcry for laborers from rail- 

ways and building trades is tremendous, un- 
precedented, insistent, and repeated. 

For from New York to Los Angeles, from 


' the Twin. cities down to New Orleans the 


noise of the hammer is heard, and the mar- 
velous increase in construction of all sorts, 
from the lofty skyscrapers and three story 
apartment buildings to one family homes and 
stock company churches, gives a demand to 
carpenters and builders. 

All previous records are broken. The sta- 
tistics for twenty-seven large cities show 
an enormous increase in building for August 
of 48 per cent over the same month a year 
ago. The gain per cent for New Orleans 
alone, notwithstanding the yellow fever, was 
240 per cent for the month. 


« * 
Huge Demand for Builders. 

To judge of the tremendous number of car- 
penters and builders needed for the con- 
struction of projected buildings Pittsburg 
may be instanced. Here, while the increase 
for the month is only 3 per cent and shows 
a low building rate, still the news comes that 
Pittsburg has been sending out circular let- 
ters to other cities calling for 1,000 men to 
work in the building trades. Labor unions 
report that such a scarcity of workmen has 
not been experienced in Pittsburg and its 
vicinity for many years. And every large 
city in the United States is experiencing the 
same dearth of labor, and where the building 
is greater the scarcity is but the more pro- 
nounced. 

Men who formerly were carpenters and 
have since become small merchants have 
been selling their stores and going back to 
their original trades, taking enough con- 
tracts to put up houses to last for at least 
a year. 

‘ One contractor with whom I talked last 
week said: ‘I have lived here In Chicago 
for years, and have never seen so much 
bullding going on, not even in 83. Any man 
who cin hold a hammer or drive a nail is

The beavers, colored felts, and velvets, although most 
frequently made up with feathers, likewise are prettily 
susceptible 9f other trimming, and in this way sometimes 
gain an elegant distinction by their rarity. A hat without 
affluence was an unusually tasteful creation of colored felt 
in a lovely shade of soft electric blue, rolling up on each 
side slightly. A plain fitted lining of exactly matching 
blue velvet was adjusted perfectly to the brim, and for 
trimming three large, long breasts of the smaller variety 
of coque feathers, which can be purchased for 79 cents if 
the shop is judiciously selected, were of exactly the same 
shade. «One of these filled in the space between the rolling 


brim and the low,. melon shaped crown on the right side, . 


and on the left the two together made a heavy enough 
trimming to fill the under side of the brim likewise. The 
starting point in front was filled with gold ribbon and a 
gold buckle. To adapt the same hat to a better taste a 
dull buckle set with paler blue or a purplish blue transpar- 
ent jewel! could be chosen and put on with a twist of tulle 
in the same shade. 

This tulle is seen In folds or bows upon nearly every- 
thing. A favorite way is to make it Into a bow pulled out 
into many loops, and put into the bandeau, with the 
feathers and flowers and other loads of decoration, which 
are attached underneath the brim. A still prettier way is 
to put swaths of it laid in dainty folds around the brim 
of one’s colored felt or velvet hat, surmounting {it with a 
richly colored wing laid flat, if the attempt belongs to the 
branch of economical millinery.

HERE is a large and wonderful bird unknown 

to ornithology which ts made up In Franken-

TO BAKE APPLES.—Wipe and core sour 
apples. Put in a baking dish and fill cavities 
with sugar and spice; allow one-half cup 
sugar and one-fourth teaspoon cinnamon or 
nutmeg to eight apples. If nutmeg is used, 
a few drops of lemon juice and few gratings 
from rind of lemon .to each apple is an im- 
provement. Cover bottom of dish with boil- 
ing water and Dake in a hot oven until soft, 
basting often with sirup in dish. Serve hot 
or cold with cream, | 

TO BAKE BANANAS.—Remove skins from 
six bananas, and cut in halves lengthwise, 
Put in a shallow granite pan or on an old 
platter. Mix two tablespoons melted butter, 
one-third cup sugar, and two tablespoons 
lemon juice. Baste bananas with one-half 
the mixture. Bake twenty minutes in a 
slow oven, basting during baking with re- 
maining mixture. 

TO BAKE PEACHES.—Peel, cut in halves, 
and remove stones from six peaches. Place 
in a shallow granite . Pill each cavity 
with one teaspoon. sugar, one-half teaspoon 
butter, few drops lemon juice, and a slight 
grating nutmeg. Cook twenty minutes and 
serve on circular pieces of buttered dry toast. 

TO BAKE PEARS.—Wipe, quarter, and 
core pears. Put in a deep pudding dish; 
eprinkle- with sugar or add a small quantity 
of molasses, then add water to prevent pears 
from burning. Covep and cook two or three 
hours in a slow ovén. Small pears may be 
baked whole. Seckel pears are delicious when 
baked. 

TO BAKE QUINCES,-Wipe, quarter, core 
and pare eight quinces. Put in a baking 
dish, sprinkle with three-fourths cup sugar, 
add one and one-half cups water, cover, and 
cook until soft in a slow oven. Quinces re- 
quire a long time for cooking.

Miscellaneous Dishes— 

FILLETS OF CHICKEN BREAST.— 
Chop the white meat of a cold roast chicken 
fine. Season to taste with salt, pepper, a 
dash of onion juice, and a little minced 
parsley. To a cup of the minced chicken 
allow a cup of cream into which a pinch of 
baking soda is stirred. Rub together @ 
tablespoonful of butter and one of corn 
starch and stir them into the heated cream. 
Cook for a minute, add the minced chicken 
and cook until hot. Take the mixture from 
the fire and beat in gradually two well beaten 
eggs. Pour into a bowl and set aside until 
cold and stiff, shape into cutlets, dip each 
cutlet first in cracker dust, then in beaten 
egg, then in more cracker dust. Set in the 
ice for two hours, then fry in deep boiling 
fat. Serve with a white sauce. 

CHICKEN AND NUT CROQUETTES.— 
Into a. cupful of cold minced chicken stir 
a half cup of blanched and chopped English’ 
walnuts. Make a white sauce of butter, 
cornstarch, and cream and stir the chicken 
and nut. mixture into this. Stir over the fire 
until hot; add, gradually, the beaten yolks 
of two eggs, mix well and set aside to cool. 
Form into croquettes and proceed as with 
chicken fillets. 

STUFFED TOMATOES—Cut the tops 
from ripe tomatoes, scoop out carefully the 
insides, mix with half as much bread crumbs 
and two tablespoonfuls of minced ham or 
bacon and season to taste. Refill the to- 
matoes, put a bit of cheese in the top of 
each, put into a baking pan and roast until 
tender. 

PEACH BATTER PUDDING.—Peel 
eighteen small peaches and put into a deep 
pudding dish. Strew thickly with granu- 
lated sugar and pour over all a batter made 
of four eggs beaten light, a quart of milk, 
two tablespoonfuls of melted butter, and 
threé scant cups of prepared flour. Bake in 
a steady oven.

Today— 


Woman is turning her attention to every 
detail of her appearance in order that she 
may measure up to the standard of the mod- 
ern idea of the woman beautiful. Every 
woman should before beginning any work 
take an inventory. of herself and find out 
just where she is lacking and where she ex- 
cels. When she has become acquainted with 
herself and has learned to acknowledge her 


faults she should then proceed with the firm: 


intention of improvement and she may then 
be absolutely certain of reward. 

Speaking of the care woman should give 
herself, Helene C. Crosby of New York says: 
“I believe that every woman should use 
everything she needs to keep herself looking 
her best. The complexion and the hair are 
important, but the body must not be neg- 
lected. The old fashioned idea of dressing 
that our grandmothers had is not applicable 
to.the modern woman. For instance, flannels 
are not being worn as they used to be years 
ago, and it is right that they should not be. 
It is unhealthy to cover up the pores. There 
are two.or three millions of pores in the 
human body, and it should be covered with 
as little clothing as possible. Women are 
dressing in the house during the winter time 
much as they do in summer on the street 
now. The idea is to bring out the natural 
lines of the figure, and not one woman in 500 
is at ai well informed in regard to the corset 
that will bring out the best lines of her figure 
and conceal her imperfections. The day for 
steel armor plates in corsetry has passed, and 
the woman who would make the most of her- 
self will don a corset that is cut according to 
the lines of the human body. She will not 
choose one that has heavy steel pressing 
across the back-on the nerves and one that 
draws the organs back and out of place.” 

Indeed, the corset quéstion is an important 
question for woman to consider. 

Had we been trained for a natural figure 
without any corset the American woman 
would certainly have developed a fine un- 
corseted figure, but it should have been begun 
in the days of our grandmothers, and as that 
Was not done the next best thing is to choose 
the best corset to be had. Too many give all 
thefr attention to the gowns they wear and 
too little to what goes under them. The wom- 
an who keeps her complexion fresh and at- 
tractive, her hair well groomed, and her fig- 
ure well corseted will look better on a small 
expenditure than the one who can order 
gowns and hats galore but will not take 
proper care of herself. 

Hats, shoes, gown, and gloves to match add 
many inches to the figure. Perfect features 
are unnecessary, but a smart, trim, well 
groomed appearance is essential. 
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Should be used in dusting a room, and 
before starting the daily or weekly dusting 
all the brushes and cloths should be in readi- 
ness.

Christian religion, Tammany politics, and 
Shakspearean literature are set forth new- 
ly on the New York stage. Christianity is 
the subject of the “ Nazarine,”’ the title of 
which promises, or at least threatens, that 
Christ will be seen and heard. The audiences 
hope and dread that it will be so, if I may 
judge by the one I watched, for expectation 
and apprehension were in the faces all around 
me.. The play began in the Jerusalem palace 
of High Priest Calaphas, to whom Herod's 
concubine, Herodias, denounced Christ asa 
sedigious agitator who ought to be destroyed. 
Leper Simon asserted the truth of the re- 
deemer’s gospel and the genuineness of his 
miracies. Apostie Peter was there, and 
Simon bade him testify for his master, but he 
denied him while the cock crew. Judas was 
present, too, and he accepted the bribe to 
betray the Nazarine to the soldiers sent to 
fetch him. Pontius Pilate arrived to hold 
the trial, and while waiting he. sentenced 
Barabbas, who had already been converted 
to the new religion. Herodias was so hate- 
filly sure of Christ's crucifixion that she had 
brought along the crown of thorns and the 


cross. Simon begged to carry the cross to 


Calvary, and the weak; distorted leper would: 
have fallen under the burden, but by the 
miracie of his cure he became instantly 
strong and shapely. Judas returned in re- 
morseful agony, threw down the pieces of sil- 

ver, and fled from the approach of the pris- 
oner. The eager and apprehensive audience 

was stare eyed and tense nerved. Evidently 
it would be disappointed if Christ did not 

enter and dismayed if he did. But the action 

passed suddenly to the convulsion of nature 

after the crucifixion, the palace fell in ruins, 

a luminous cross appeared im the sky, and 
the curtain went down. 

We are accustomed to condensations and 
rearrangements in dramatizations of books, 
but tn this case the book Is the bible and the 
liberties taken in that prologue of * The Naz- 
arine’’ seem startlingly audacious. There- 
after the play illustrates Roman persecution 
of the early Christiansin the manner of many 
others, including “ The Prince of Peace,”’ 
which Hal Reid and Bertha Westbrook, au- 
thors of this one, produced yearsago. Quite 
as usual, Nero desires the Christian maid, 
and when she resists him condemns her to 
death in the arena. Some playwrights have 
made Nero, or some other of the Caesars, 
yield to the girl's charm of plety and set her 
free. Wilson Barrett turned him Into a Chris- 
tian convert and loving bridegroom. Vic- 
torian Sardou left him cruel, and showed the 
fair young martyr, at the end of the play, ina 
tableau, copied from the familiar picture of 
* Theast Token’’—about to be torn by lions, 
but gazing serenely up to discover who has 
thrown a farewell flowerto her. The Reid- 
Westbrook way is to have her thrown into 
the arena, which Is a cage, among lions that 
are real, but are separated from her by a 
grating: and to send In her herolc lover, per- 
sonated in this climax by the beasts’ trainer, 
to rescue her. Because Nero was played by 
Charles Dalton, a powerful actor, while the 
rest of the company was weak, the cruel 
tyrant was dominant In interest and the gal- 
lery hissed him tremendously. But Dalton is 
to have competitors, one of them Margaret 
Wrycherly as the persecuted maid. I went to 
our suburban city of Newark to see this 
drama and found it on preparatory trial, 
with @ tentative cast and the scenery incom- 
plete. The production is to be made speo- 
tacular.

The ways of New York City politicians are 
shown but a little in “¥ritz in Tammany 
Hall.” Fritz is a German baker in the 
Bowery section, where he is nominated for 
alderman as a joke and voted for in earnest. 
He gives a picnic before the election, and 
goes to a ball i@ Tammany hall after His 
election, but he doesn’t exemplify his elec- 
tioneering ‘processes more than Incidentally 
and vaguely. His most. illuminative exposi- 
tion of practical politics is in the chorus of 
a song: 

“ Yankee doodle doodle 
Was once the proper thing, 
But now it’s Yankee boodle 
Is all the song they sing; 
And what-could Yankee doodle do 
Without the Yankee boodle too.” 

As the singer is Joseph Cawthorne, now 
brought forward as a star comedian, and as 
the purpose of the play is to popularize him, 
it Is fair to assume that the Yankee-doodle 
boodle refrain is meant for an assertion of 
what is permissible, if not admirable, In 
practical politics. New York has a municipal 
carnpaign in progress. The first audience 
contained hundreds of Tammany men, from 
big bosses to small workers, and they all 
applauded with might and main. The rest 
of the assemblage laughed boisterously. No 
one hissed. I wondered whether Frits was 
winning or losing votes for Tammany. 

Fritz ts in Tammany politics ostensibly, 
but more effectually he is in musico-farcical 
activity. The show ts tn the manner of na- 
tive extravaganza, but it is meant to makes 
new Joe Emmett of Joe Cawthorne in a 
series of Fritz plays by John J. McNally. To 
that end Cawtborne sings to and dances with 
children. That introduces a strange clement 
into stage beauty shows, for the youngsters 
are not only two‘or three for Cawthorne to 
pet, Emmett-Olcott-Mack fashion, but are 
long Hnes of girls of 6 to 10 who chorus and 
caper with the girls of 16 to 40, duplicating 
them in miniature as to frequent changes of 
costume and in all their artful ccquetries. 
There are some lIlttle boys, too, and one of 
them plays a tough newsy so well that Ada 
Lewis is in danger of obliteration, her carica- 
ture being familiar and his a novelty. How- 
ever, Miss Lewis’ personation of a manicure 
girl, employed in a Fifth avenue shop, yet 
retaining the manners of the Bowery, fs a 
joy freshening up of the character which 
made her famec's away back in the days of 
Harrigan and Hart. A girl friend, whose 


naile she is polishing, asks which s¢x she'd 
rather work on. 

“OO, gents pay better,” she replies, “ but 
with ladies I don’t have to be.so foolish.”

The Shakspearean literature newly de- 
lIivered to New York ts the Sothern-Mariowe 
production of “ The Taming of the Shrew.” 
The violent farcicality of the performance is 
condemned critically, but enjoyed generally. 
Lue subject was discussed in the Tribune, 
and I need add only that Monday night, 
when Petruchio aimed the leg of mutton at 
Katherine, the missile missed the shrew and 
struck so amiable a.woman In @ stage box 
that instead of getting angry ehe laughed 
with the audience.

One of W. S. Giibert's fairy extravaganzas, 
“The Palace of Truth,” had a set of char- 
acters who on entering a realm where les 
were impossible, set: one another by the ears 
with truths. They talked in blank verse, and 
the composition was altogether fanciful. 
That pecullar play was acted at in the days 
of A. M. Palmer by Clara Morris, Rove 
Etynge, Charles R. Thorne, McKee Rankin, 
Maud Harrison, J. H. Stoddart, and others to 

=p & Memorable cast. Yet it was done 
and 6ver with ina month. Taking a cue from 
Gilbert's work, no doybt, the English woman 
with the pen name of! John Strange Winter 
wrote the novel of ** The Truth Tellers,”’ with 
its five Scotch children who have ‘been 
brought up to be candid in everything they 
say, ard who raise Ned by practicing their 
printiple tn the farkily of an English aunt. 
Martha Morton made a comedy out of that 
book, and the result is shown this week 
under mixedly good and bad conditions. And 
it is not of itself strong enough to overcome 
the things that are against It. 

‘Lue five truthists are led by Maude Fealy, 
aged 16, In the fiction, and looking no more 
than that in fact. She rivals Lillian Russell 
in photographic celebrity, and, although 
the camera flatters her, she fs so pretty as to 
pass as beautiful. She was with Gillette in 
* Sherlock Holmes,"’ with Irving in ‘*‘ Thomas 
a Becket,”’ and she is a clever actress. But 
in her present company she ts all but effaced 
by a tiny boy, named in the program Little 
Toy, who acts the youngest child In a way 
to compel a use of the phrase “ infant phe- 
nomenon.” Another of the youngsters is a 
duplication of Little Lord Fauntleroy for 


juvenile maniiness. The two others are as* really, 


unlike parrots as any stage children 1 ever 
saw. And, as though that quintette of talent 
was not enough for poor Maude Fealy to 
contend against, there are four ponies and 
a big dog to distract attention from her. 

Not often is any play better performed in 
Broadway than “‘ The Truth Tellers,” and 
before a Broadway audience in a smallish 
theater it would, 1 think, entertain women 
and children. But it is misplaced In a spa- 
cious Bighth avenue house, where the plays 
are usually big and strong and where its 
niceties are lost in space and don't touch the 
apprehension of the multitude. This thea- 
ter is owned by George Gould. One of its 
boxes is held exclusively for him, and, com- 
monly, itis vacant. But last evening It was 
filed by modish persons, and I found them 


a diverting side show; for they liked the play 


for the qualities which the gallery disdained, 
and whenever the majority derided this 
Gould minority opposed the demonstration 
with applause.

Managers of producing theaters in Broad- 
way don’t inform themselves of available 
ability among actors elsewhere. They find 
out nothing about. the ability that comes 
into the edges of the town with minor travel- 
ing companies. I concede that a player with 
a vogue has an extraneous value, yet to my 
thinking a change of faces is a rellef of 
monotcny, end sufely a play is better off if 
the characters it Introduces are really, as 
they purport to be, stranger's to the audienge. 
There was that kind of satisfaction at a 
matinée performance of “ The Player Ma!d," 
for even its star actress, Florence Davis, 
although known to some of New York society 
as a grandniece of Jefferson Davis, was a 
new personality on our stage. This Miss 
Davis is a duplicate of that Fay Davis who 
has a good theatrica] rating. The similarity 
extends from looks to acting; the quality as 
well as the mannerism Is the same in both; 
and it ts all by chance, for [t comes from 
neither kinship nor Imitation, Florence 
Davie has acquired facility aga comedienne— 
not enough of it to distinguish her greatly, 
yet sufficient to save her from the derision 
commonly encountered by those who try to 
get a start famewards in a single Broadway 
afternoon. She brought a company not sa 
member of which I couldrecall as ever having 
seen before. Yet its leading actor, an Elliott 
Dexter, was the full equal of any one ofa 
@ozen who are chosen season after season in 
the making up of Broadway casts, and it 
contained no Incompetent, 

The comedy of ‘The Player Maid” was new 
matter also; that is to say, {t was as new as 
its stale theme treated unoriginally by Louise 
Malloy permitted it to be. Plays with Drury 
Lane favorites for heroines, from Charles 
Reade’s “Masks and Faces” to Paul 
Kester’'s “Sweet Nell,” have proved that 
truth. can’t have been stranger than the 
fiction about thore creatures of wit and humor 
in the greenroom, gifts and accomplishments 
on the stage, and fascinating ineodlence any- 
where and everywhere. They are adored 
by every kind and condition of man who en- 
counters her, and the choice of one to 
marry ie always the outcome of some dra- 
matic, romentic, and phenomic adventure 
in impersonation. The Misses Malloy and 
Davie’ player maid is the actress known in 
the annale of Drury Lane as Mistress Hal- 
lam, but it appears now that she was a 
Duchess of Roxbury, and that her ante- 
nuptial exploit was to take the place of a gir! 
who had betrothed herself to him unseen. 
Of course she practiced the deceit to punish 
him for an insult, of course it developed

amorously, and of course she brought the 
ecoffer to her feet with an offer of wediock.

Do you know Evan Tanguay and Elfie 
Fay—which is which? Or are they two in 
one in your mind? They are monkeyshiners 
and much alike in size, shape, and comeli- 
ness; similarly they have less grace than 
violence and more tomboy deviltry than 
womanly charm; and simultaneously they 
have come from the road into town with 
their antics fitted into musical farces. After 
seeing Eva one day and Elfie the next, I shall 


* be able for awhile to think of them as sepa- 


rate beings. Eva ig the one who wears a 
skirt almost as tight as her corset to dance 
in, so that her exercises are as anatomica! 
as @ circus gymnasts. She does that and 
all the other things she knows in “The 
Sambo Girl.” Elfie ts the one who inherited 
a set of gestures and grimaces from her 
father, Hugh Fay, and uses them in the 
caricaturing of loafer girls. She utilizes all 
of her comic tricks, Including that of twist- 
ing her pretty face into an ape’s th *“ The 
Belle of Avenue A.” Curiously, the titles 
of Eva's and Elfie’s plays come from songs 
which Blanche Ring-once sang and which 
are retained as the keynotes of the two 
characters.
